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Mr. RICHARD LYDE, &c. 


SHALL only premiſe to the enſuing _ 
Narrative, That as others have left 
I their laſt Legacies in Writing to their 
Children; as Mr. Peters to his Daugh- 
ter, and Mr. Clark and Mr. Henry of 
their Fathers; ſo I of mine. And rhough it may 
have ſeveral Defects, by Battologies, Tautolo- 
gies, too many Parentheſes, and incoherent []; 
and poſſibly ſome Miſquotations, by not having 
thoſe former Advantages by Books to aſſiſt, but 
only the facred Scriptures, and ſome few Expoli- 
tors, having parted with and given away all others;

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and through Deafneſs, diſabled from converſing 
freely with others that might inform me ; having 
moſtly only the Remains of an old and broken 
Memory, I hope will be an Apology : Let 
I ſhall ſubjoin in the Concluſion of it ſome 
particular Reaſons for its late Publication; 
and for the uſe of my Grand- Children, to divide it 
into Paragraphs. So though it be rudis indigeſtaque 
moles, ill digeſted and unmethodized, and ſome 
Latin, Greek and Hebrew Quotations ; yet I have 
endeavoured to explain them in Engli/h, 


Mr. Richard Lyde, the principal Subject of this 
Narrative, was born at Hereford the end of De- 
cember, One thouſand ſix hundred and eleven, and 
baptized the Thirteenth of January following at 
St. Peters, by the Name of his Mother's Father; 
and with him, his own Father and youngeſt Son, 
ſucceſſively compleated the Employment of a 
Goldſmith in that City at leaſt One hundred and 
fifty Years 3 and though the Family was well de- 
ſcended of an antient Extraction of the Lydes, 
formerly Poſſeſſors of two Lordſhips, Upper and 
Lower. Lyde, near Hereford, ſince alienated by a 
Female Heirefs to a Family who have repreſented 
that County in Parliament, yet ſome Branches 
have enjoyed leſſer Eſtates for ſeveral Centuries in 
that County, that they cannot prove their Titles, 
but as the Lawyers term it, but by Occupancy : 


But ſtemmata quid faciunt, without moral, eſpecially + RK 


religious Qualifications? And though my Father 
had all the Advantages not only of Claſſick, - ſo as 
to qualify him for Academical Learning; yet 
through the ſtrong Inclination of his Mother, was 


bred up a Mechanick, though fit for a Pro- 


feſſion; yet ſtill retained an Inclination for Learn- 
ing, and all his Diverſion, when he had Lei- 
ſure, being with his Books, except for his Health

with his Bow and Arrow; and improved it to 
that Degree, as not only to be well acquainted 
with Latin, in which he hath ſometimes written to 
me; but to be ſo critical in the Greek, that the 
New Teſtament in that Language was as familiar 
as his Engliſh. And as he improved himſelf in 
human Learning, fo alſo in Religious, there ap- 
aring a Tincture of it in his Childhood and. 
— ſo as to be ſanctified like the Prophet, 
Jeremiab i. 5. from the Womb; and like O. 
| diab, 1 Kings viii. 12. from his Youth; and as 
he hid the Lord's Prophet, ſo he patronized ac- 
cording to his Circumſtances all his Days: And 
was an obedient Son to his Parents, and attended 
their Education in his Employment; and when 
grown up, and marrying about Nineteen Years 
of Age, to conſult the Intereſt of his Father, out 
of Affection and Duty, he removed to Ludlow, 
where the Marches of Wales was kept, and fol- 
lowed his Trade there, where he had ſeveral Chil- 
dren, and remained there till the Death of his Fa- 
ther, when he returned to Hereford to continue the 
Trade, and to aſſiſt his Mother and Relations; 
and his Father dying in the Year One thouſand 
ſix hundred forty five, in the Civil Wars, he 
went often to London about his Affairs on foot, 
leſt he ſhould have his Horſe taken from him by 
the Soldiers: And his Shield was of Faith, and 
his whole Armour, Epheſians vi. 13. &c. was his 
New Teſtament in Latin; which the Souldiers not 
underſtanding, never deprived him of; and I think 
tho? he paſſed thro? King and Parliament Soldiers, 
yet was never rifled of what he had to defray his 
Charges on the Road. And when Colonel Birch 
took and plundered Hereford, his firſt Wife, ſhut- 
ting the Door of the Houſe againſt the Soldiers, 
in his Abſence, they ſhot. her in the Foot, of which 
| the afterwards died, and had an antient Mother 
1450755 A 4 and 
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and ſeveral Children at that time, went through 
ig Difficulties, yet was chearfully ſupported 

y Divine Affiſtance, In his Employment, he 
was careful to have Regard both to the Quality 
and Price of what he made or fold; as alſo of 
what he bought, if cefrain- of its Goodneſs 3, or 
if ignorant of the intrinſiek Value of it, to have 
a prudential Conſideration, allowing himſelf a 
moderate Profit, and always uſed bur few Words; 
and not like the Fool, Eeclefraſtes v. 30 by a Mul- 
titude of Words; and demanded for his Goods 
but littte more than he took. And if any Thieves 
brought him ſtolen Goods, he Giſcovered them, 
though the Magiſtrates did not do their Duty, 
but took them, and let the Criminal efeape : He 
would make no Advantage. And I will add, as 
an Antidote againſt Superſtition ; when ſome Pa- 
piſts brought him ſome conſeerated Shillings to 
make Rings to wear againſt the Cramp, or 
other Weakneſs, though he was juſt to his Pro- 
miſe to uſe the ſame individual Money; yet ſup- 
poſing they were only as Charms, from the 
Latin Word a Vers, Would always inſert fom 
Motto's, as an Anti-Charm $ and particularly I 
remember One, Do not applaud a pious Fraud. 
And though his Mother's Father ny. Hereford 
in the Time of Queen Mary, and being then a 
Papiſt, made many Popiſh Trinkets, yet te would. 
not make any to worthip ; but his Grandfather 
Mr. Richard Philips living through the whole 
Reign of Queen Elizabe#th, and to the middle of 
King James, to the Year 1613, was Convinced of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and died ſo. And when 
ſome owed him Money by Specialties, yet before 
his Death, knowing their Circumſtances, com- 
miſerated them, by deſtrey ing their Bonds. So 
God bleſſed him, that he left in Houſes and Mo- 
ney at leaſt Fifteen hundred Pounds to my Grand- 
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mother, which ſhe had occaſion for by the Nume- 
rouſneſs of her Children, as will afterwards ap- 
Dear... And as my Father was jult in diſcoveting 
FR ſo God owned his 2 for when 2 
Knight of that County had a. Steward, or one 
that he uſually 1 ſold a Piece of Plate 
undefared, and his Maſter ſent to my Father to 
know. if it had been offered to. Sale, ſent word 
that it had (though it was thought to be a mali- 
cious Contrivance) and was willing to reſtore it, 
if he would pay only what he had paid for it ; 
but inſtead of it, he n my Father at the 
Aſſizes, but he gave ſuch general Evidences of his 
Integrity on ſuch account, and particularly in tha 
as being not clandeſtinely, but in the Day-time, 
and in his Shop: So that the Diſgrace fell on the 
Knight, whom the Judge prompted my Father to 
profecute 3 yet he, like good old Archbiſhop 
Cranmer, was forwarder to forgive than to aveng 
Injuries. And 1 have heard that my Brother that 
ſucceeded him, had the ſame Providence, an 
was as conſcientious in his Trade; ſo afterwards, 
when Providence called him out to publick Ser- 
vice, to improve in Studies ſuitable; as particu- 
larly the Statute and Common Laws; that when 
Mayor of that City 165+, on occaſion of the 
Abſence of Sir William Gregory, then Recorder 
( ſince Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, and 
one of the Judges of the King*s-Bench ) have poſ> 
ſibly given the Charge to the Jury, ſummed ur 
the ea of Witneſſes in * Trials 1 
the Mayor's Court; and afterwards the Common- 
Council of the Corporation acquieſced in his De- 
ter minations; and finiſhed many Trials and other 
Contentions when Juſtice of Peace : And was ſo 
ſtri& in his Adminiſtration of publick Oaths, that 
I have heard when one of his Neighbours; being 
incenſed againſt another, and he being ſenſible by 
i | ". NR 
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Circumſtances that it was malicious, repreſented 
very ſeriduſly to her the Sacredneſs of an Oath, 
and endeavoured to divert her ſeveral times, and 
gave her time to conſider; yet ſhe ſtill perſiſting, 
he did admit her: However, it had that Effect 
afterwards by Reflection to make her raving mad, 

by ſwearing contrary to his Advice. 
And he as much as poſſible compromiſed all Quar- 
rels, when a Magiſtrate, that ſo few were ſent to the 
Jayl, when Mayor, that the Jaylor complained he 
never had fewer Prifonets. And what Eatables 
fell to his Share, as Fiſh, he never converted to 
the Uſe of his Family, but ſent them to the Pri- 
ſoners. And at that time, there was a Law made 
that inſtead of asking Banes for Marriage in the 
Church, or Licenſes, it ſhould be proclaimed pub- 
lickly, and the Mayor or others to conſummate it; 
though when hedid it, it was with ſuitable Exhor- 
tations ; yet always to go to a Miniſter to have it 
recommended by the Word and Prayer, as being 
a ſacred Ordinance : And as in Civil, much more 
in Religious Matters, was a publick Bleſſing, as 
the Jews expreſs it by a comprehenſive Word, 
N, Tap; apy alluding to Iſaiah Ixv. 8. Is 
there not a Bleſſing in it? which being an He- 
mantick Noun from , Barac (through the 
Paucity of the Hebrew Radices ) hath been inter- 
preted to curſe by our Tranſlators in Job's Wife; 
which however ſome think, by the manner of ex- 
preſſing herſelf, might have been as well to bleſs ; 
ſo Montanus, (though I know they have another 
Word for Curſing) as being generally uſed in the 
beſt Senſe ; ſo the Signification of the ſame Word, 
reminds me of one that was reverſe to my Father, 
which I have read in Tertullian, in that pathetick 
rhetorical Chmax to Scapula the perſecuting Pro- 
conſul of Carthage: Parce tibi Scapula, fi non tibi, 
parce Cartbagini, parce provinciæ, i. e. If he had 
| no 
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no Regard for himſelf, he ſhould for Carthage, 
where he reſided, much more for the Province where 
he governed. So my Father when Mayor conſtant- 
ly went with his Officers on Lord's Days, when 
Publick Worſhip was ended, to oblige Perſons 
to retire from their Doors to fead the facred 
Scriptures, or practical Books: And it was noted, 
the Sabbath was never better obſerved than that 
Year 3 and that City enjoyed many Bleſſings, 
which the ſucceeding Mayors deprived them 
of. And though I will make ſome Remarks 
on this Occaſion in reference to Sabbaths after- 
wards ; yet I will not omit one memorable In- 
ſtance of my Father's Courage when Mayor, 
that though his TW was compoſed and 
quiet; yet in the Cauſe of God was like Phi- 
nas, bold as a Lyon: for a Peer of the 
Realm paſſing through Hereford, when he was 
Mayor, and ſwearing Dreadfully and very Pro- 
 Phanely ; my Father ſent ſome of the Officers 
to demand the Penalty according to his Quality. 
He inſtead of complying Hectored them, that 
they returned with much Fear to my Father, 
ſo he went himſelf; and ſent to acquaint him, 
that he came to Receive it. The Lord ſent 
Word if he came up to his Room, he would 
kick him down Stairs; but my Father no- 
thing Diſmayed, when the Sword Bearer, and 
Sergeants, and Others were ſo Terrified, would 
not, go up before him, he Boldly went up : 
And notwithſtanding his Threats, was ſo appal- 
ed that my Father told him, though he could 
not meddle with his Perſon, yet would take his 
Coach-Horſes; and made him Pay the full 
Penalty, and if continued ſhould ſtill Pay. But 
he made haſte from the City, which puts me 
in Mind of what I have Read in the Ecclefi- 
aſtical Hiſtory of Jobn the Divine, (as the Pn 


diers before our Saviour, Job. xyiii. 6.) who has 
ving the Guardianſhip of a young Man, who 
afterwards deſerted, and turned Publick Thief, 
that all were afraid of him: But the Apoſtle 
courageouſly went to him, and his Preſence a- 
mazed him, that he fell down before him, and I 
think reclaimed him. And having on this Oc- 
caſion made ſome Digreſſions, I return to what 
I deſigned to make ſome general Remarks a- 
about the Sabbath...  - 
That the Primitive Chriſtians had ſuch a Ve- 
neration for the Sabbath, that Tertullian Re- 
lates, when any askes Another; Obſervaſti 
Dominicum, not Sunday but Lord's-Day : the An- 
ſwer was with a Sort of Indignation; Chrifti- 
anus Sum, Intermittere non Poſſum; I am a 
Chriſtian, and cannot Omit it. And, I have 
often heard Miniſters Obſerve 5 they would take 
their Meaſures of a Perſon's Religion, by their 
Reſpect to that Day. | 1 0 
And IJ will obſerve ſome modern Examples 
of publick Rebukes on that Account, particu- 
larly one related by Dr. Burnet, the late Biſho 
of Salisbury in his Letters to Mr. Boyle; [ whoſ: 
Letters both for their Deſcription of his Travels, 
and other uſeful Obſervations I will recom- 
mend miſcere utile Dulci, things Diverting to 
Inſtructing; and alſo his Hiſtory of the Re- 
formation hath correted many unworthy Re- 
flections, which Dr. Heylin as Blind in Body, ſo 
alſo in Mind, though pfrofeſſing a Proteſtant, 
| hath done his utmoſt to Defame it; as ma- 
king that of Calvin's Abroad and ours in Eng- 
land to be wholly Mobbiſh, and as Dr. Sache- 
verell ſince, ſo to Traduce the firſt Reformers, 
whereas it was done Gradually and with great 
Moderation ; for when Queen Elizabeth met 
the Popiſb Biſhops at High-yate, received them 
with great Reſpect except Bloody Bonner, who 
| though 
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„ 0 TCC 
though. was [impriſoned in the Marſpales; yet 
was in Favour that * might. not be ſacrificed 
by. the Mobb; yet tho' lived about. Nine or 
Ten Years after, was never affronted but one 
Morning by ſome Shop-keeper, who ſaid only 
SGood- Morrow Biſhop Quondam; whereupon he 
Anſwered both rudely, and ſcurrilouſly, Good- 
Morrow Knave Semper. And the Biſhops op 
poſed Perſecution that they would not be like 
the Arians, who were cruel Perſecutors of 
the Orthodox ; and were ſo moderate as to the 
Popiſb Ceremonies, to complain of the Queen's 
Tenaciouſneſs; but hoped Time would pur | 
an end to them, as appears by what the Bi- 
ſhop writes, of what he had tranſcribed from 
their Letters to Bullinger at Zurich, particular- 
ly Dr. Sands Archbiſhop of York, Dabit Deus 
his quoque Finem ; hoping there would be an 
End of them; ] what he had heard. from one 
Madam de Salis, that her Mother had told her 
of the Judgement of God on a Town called 
Pleura, (I think) in Italy, happening in the 
Year 1618, when reſiding in that Place: That 
being a Pleaſant and very Delightful Situati- 
on; and ſo like Sodom to Lot, Gen. xiii. 10. 
Merchants retired there in Summer, and 
were dreadfully Prophane ; eſpecially on the 
Lord'-Days, not only others but the Reform- 
ed: That the Miniſter often _ admoniſh- 
ed and reproved them, and that they might 
expect ſome extraordinary Token of God's 
Diſpleaſure, and accordingly as the Earth 
ſwallowed Korah. and his Company, Numb. xvi. 
303; by opening her Mouth: So the Rock, 
as at Chris Death opened a Chaſm, and 
buried the whole Town and about two Thou- 
ſand of the Inhabitants, and only one Man 
like unto Lot eſcaped; and it is Rebel 
finding 
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finding the Rocks to Rend,. took the Alarm 
and fled; and when out of Danger, ha- 


ving his Daughter with him, ſhe like Lot's 


Wife being concerned for ſome Thing ſhe had 
left returned to the Place, and ſo was involved 


in the common Ruin. ae. oy 
And as the Foreign Proteſtants Abroad were 


as bad as the Papiſts in that Day, eſpecially in 


France; ſo Gradually they loſt their Publick 


Liberties, and there being little Regard to the 


Morality of the Sabbath, either as to their 
Principles or Practice in the Reformed Abroad; 
ſo their Publick Worſhip hath viſibly been 
taken from Them as in Germany, and other 
Places. And, as it was obſerved alſo here in 
England, before the Civil Wars by the Author 
of that good old Book the Practice of Piety : 
That as ſome Places having their Markets on 
Mondays occaſioned the Prophaning of the 
Sabbath, ſo they had particular Rebukes, par- 
ticularly Tiverton in Devonſhire by Fire, being 
twice Burnt down, and alſo lately; I hope they 
have altered their Market-Day. 

But I will further add ſome on that Account 
in King Charles I's Reign : There was a Book 


of 5 allowed after Publick Worſhip on the 


Lord's-Days, and Mr. Baxter affirms, they were 
ſo Prophane at Court, to have Play's Acted 
on that Day; ſo afterwards all Publick Affairs 
declined and were unſucceſsful, and particularly 
the moſt fatal and deciſive Battle of the War 


at Naſeby, was Fought that Day ; when the 


Royaliſt's Motto was Queen Mary, and the Par- 
Jliament's God with us. And I have Read that 
when that good and learned Archbiſhop Uſer, 
(whom for his frequent Preaching other Bi- 


. ſhops called prating Coxcomb,) was with 


the King at Oxford, acknowledged he had 46 
| | that 
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that Freedom as at other Times to * for 
the King's Affairs. Whereas it was obſerved in 
the Roman Army, the Thundring Legion of 
Chriſtians prevailed; and Mary Queen of Scots 
though a Papiſt confeſſed, ſhe feared more 
Jobn Knox's (a Miniſter ) Prayers than an Ar- 
my of Ten Thouſand Men. „ e : 
And I will 'add that it is obſerved . by the 
Lawyers,' the beſt Laws for the Civil Govern- 
ment was in the Reign of that Unnatural and 
Barbarous King Richard III. So though the 
Reign of King Charles Il, was the moſt Pro- 
phaneſt for all Sorts of Debauchery, that Hea- 
ven Teſtified by many dreadful Judgements : 
As almoſt a Famine in the Beginning of his 
Reign, Wheat being ſold for Twelve: Shillings 
or more per Buſhel, that the Poor fed on Bar- 
ley and Bean Bread; and I never ſaw ſuch 
a Blazing Star with a long Tail. preceeding the 
great Plague that carried off in one Year about 
One Hundred Thouſand, and the Year after the 
great Fire, and alſo Wars at Sea; and I have 
Read a Book of Prodigies at that Time, yet as 
before in King Richard's Time the beſt Civil, ſo 
the beſt Laws for the Sabbath were then Enacted ; 
ſo as Judg. xiv. 14; out of the Eater came forth 
Meat, and out of the Strong came Sweetneſs. 
And as I have before mentioned how my Fa- 
ther when Mayor, ſhowed his Reſpe& to the 
Sabbath, and alſo the Rebukes of Providence 
both Abroad and in England on that Account; 
and I recommended Biſhop Burnet's Writings on 
that and other Accounts, ſo will proſecute what 
my Father uſually did in his private Capacity 
in his Family on Lord's-Days; in which he alſo 
was eminently Exemplary by reading the 
Scriptures, repeating what he had heard, Prayers 
and Singing Palms, and attending Publick 
O.tcdinan- 


. 

Ordinances; that he had a little Church in his 
Houſe, like Auila and Priſcilla, Rom. xvi. 5. 
And as much as poſſible preventing Servants 
from attending Publick Worſhip, commanding 
his Family like Abraham, to | Kb the Lord: 
And when my yaunger Brother and I were in 
London, if we had, or had been, Viſited b 

any out of the Country that Day, to . 
his Grief and Reſentment: And though there 
was none of his Trade within Twenty Miles or 
more, yet when - ſame: have Travelled ſeveral 
Miles for a Wedding-Ring on that Day, and 
urged Marriage an Ordinance to be promoted; 
(he always Replied, there was not the ſame Ne- 
ceſſity as of Phyſick: However after Mid- 
night, (always allowing Twenty-Four Hours 
for the Obſervation of it,) would riſe to ſerve 
them. And I remember one particular In- 
ſtance of him on that Occaſion : When a Pro- 
phane Fellow, (he being not then a Magiſtrate) 
keeping a Publick-Houſe, owed him a Debt 
many Years, which he never expected, (never 
arreſting any, ) yet to ridicule Religion laid 
a Wager, that though my Father was ſo ſtrict, 
he would make him comply to receive it on that 
Day; but he ſuſpecting his Deſign, took it, yet 
then expreſſed that what he had received, 
ſhould be dedicated to a ſacred Uſe; and ac- 
1 that Day or the Day after diſpoſed 
Ot Ic. | 

And as the Fews have their Paraſceye or 
Preparation for the Sabbath; ſo he always the 
Night before ſhut his Shop ſooner than other

And as he heard ſome in the Publick, more 
eſpecially in the Cathedral-Church very Un-or- 
thodox, one of whom turned Papiſt; was not 


only himſelf careful, but would ſend his _ 
| ren 
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dren to a neighbouring Village, where the Re- 
verend Mr. Birch, Father to Sergeant Birrb, now 
the Puiſney Baron of the Exchequer, was Pub- 
lick Miniſter ; and when he had gn Opportusitey 
to ſend me ſeveral Miles from Hereford, to at- 
tend the Reverend Mr, Woodward, ( formerly : 
Fellow of Univerſity Colledge in Oxford, ) at 
Whorton near Leominſter, amongſt the Diſſenters, 
and always the moſt Orthodox. Whereas I have 
heard ſome of the Hearers of the Ani - Pedo. 
baptiſts complain; as Hilary againſt Auxentius the 
Arian, Quorum Aures erant Puriores quam Dottos' 
rum Ora, their Ears were purer than theit Preachers 
Mouths 3 and it is to be lamented, that out of 
pretence of Oratory, to turn it into Plays, 
Miſcere Seria Focis; and others all their Diſcourſes 
into Morals, vain Philoſophy or Rudiments of 
Men. And as it is obſerved in the Book of 
Eſther, being only a Hiſtory of Providence, the 
Name of God is not named: fo there is nothing 
of Chriſtianity in theirs, And though the Mat- 
ter of Fact is notorious; I will obſerve the 
Rule of the Terre filius in Oxford, and the Pres 
varicator in Cambridge, Parcere nominibus et Dis 
cere de Vitiis. 18 ie 

And as my Father was in his Publick relative 
Duties in reference to Religion; ſo he was alſo 
in other Duties conſcientiouſly to Diſcharge them 
in General to all his Relations, as their Circum- 
ſtances required: for having ſeveral Siſters but 
indifferently Married, eſpecially his Siſtet Blagne ; 
who though her Husband was a Lawyer, and 
had an Employment in the Cburt//of Wards; 
but that being ſuppreſſed by the Civil Wars, 
2 forwarded his Death; and leaving his 
Widow and ſeveral Children unprovided, the 
care and charge of them devolved on him; as 
alſo ſome of another — Children in London.

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And his own Father left him involved in Debts, 
which out of Reſpect to his Memory he did pay: 
So though he had One Thouſand Pounds with 
his firſt Wife; which above One Hundred Years 
ago, was accounted a great Portion in the Coun- 
try. Beſides what he had with my Mother, though 
Hers and her Brothers was much diminiſhed, by ' 
a covetous Relation and Guardian, one of the 
Dauncers of Moreton near Hereford ; who as he 
oppreſſed a Family of melancholy Orphans : 
So ſome of that Family have been very much 
impaired in their Intellectuals, and alſo had near 
Twenty Children by both Wives, that conflic-' 
ted with many Difficulties to his younger and 
middle Age; yet God bleſſed him in his elder 
Years: Yet was properly a Paterfamilias, (as it 
is ſaid, In uno Ceſare multi Marii, many Fami- 
lies met) a Publick Father; and was alſo Li- 
beral to poor Objects, eſpecially ejected Mini- 
ſters, his Houſe being their Inn, particularly the 
Reverend Mr. Froy/e! of Clun in F, ropſbire and 
refuſed Aſſiſtance from London, on account of 
his Expences for Religion: And what he did 
was diſcretely not to be ſeen of Men, like Pa- 
piſts Ex Condigno; but like à good Proteſtant 
Ex Congruo, as ſuitable and Duty; ſo as Juvenal 
faith, Haud facile emergunt, quorum Virtutibus 
obſtat, Res anguſta Domi, being Eclipſed by Pro- 
vidence, was not ſo Rich in the World to be 
of the firſt Degree; yet not undeſerving to be 
numbred amongſt ſome of the Chief of that Place

And I will add on this Account what Dr. Ful- 
ter in his Meditations mentions, in anſwer to the 
Papiſts; who objected to the Proteſtants, that 
they Built their Hoſpitals in the moſt Publick 
Places for Oſtentation, wittily replies, It was 
for Imitation to excite Others to good Works; 


whereas 
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whereas they Build their Convents with the great- 
eſt and publick Vanity, with noble Fronts; like 
Agrippa and Bernice, Ads xxv. 23, with great 
Pomp: Or, as the Greek Word, with much 
Phantaſia, much Fancy. And I remember Dr. 
Burnet in his Letters to Mr. Boyle before men- 
tioned, relates of the Proteſtant witer; though 
their Hoſpitals were Commodious and Capaci- 
ous, yet very Plain to Appearance, as prefer- 
ring their Uſefulneſs. | _ e 
And as I have declared more Generally, how 
my Father behaved himſelf ; fo I will add, how 
he did to his particular and neareſt Relations 3 
articularly as a Husband, both to his firſt 
Wife, Siſter of Thomas Raulins, Eſquire , ſo alſo 
to my Mother ; who being deſcended of a very 
melancholy Mother, the ſole Daughter and 
Heireſs of a fair Eſtate in Glouceſterſhire, and Here- 
fordſhire of Peter Garnons, of Garnons (a Branch 
of a very Antient Family of the Garnons's in Here- 
fordſpire, ſince in the laſt Century Extin& ; ) but 
ſince by Marriage alienated to the Yaughns of 
Mud Brampton, at Madley near Hereford, where 
there is a Monument in Stone in that Church 
of my Mother when a Child ; and alſo of other 
Relations of that Family : But my Mother and 
her Brothers being naturally of ſo melancholy 
a Conſtitution, almoſt to Diſtraction, as the Lo- 
gicians Term it, Quario Modo, Natural; and as 
the Lawyers ſay of Deſcents, Partus Sequitur 
Yentrem, ſhe had much of her Mother's Weak- 
| neſs. But God by his Providence afforded her 
| ſuitable Aſſiſtance 3 that though on Account of 
having Twelve or Fourteen Children, and her _ 

natural Infirmities, ( Vapours) ſhe had the Sup- 

port of a chearful Conſort to. relieve her Spi- 
rits, all the remainder of her Life. That though 
ſhe was Born or Baptized April 22. 1622. (on 
* . which 
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which Day Ninety One Years after ſhe had a 
great Grandſon born) at the Place above men- 
tioned, yet her eldeſt Brother's Son, Mr. William 
Vaughn, a very obliging and complete Gentle- 
man Educated in Oxford, hath often invited her, 
yet could never prevail to give him a Viſit; 
though once ſhe did” her old Nurſe within . 
Mile of the Place: But from the Time of her 
Brother's Death in 1645, to her own the 25th 
of January 1674, near, Thirty Years," never went. 
But the greateſt Afﬀiſtance my Father gave her 
was ih Religious Matters, for having a great 
Aſſurance himſelf, even to a Plerophory, when 
ſhe was under Deſertions 8 comforted her, 
by ſhewing her that though ſhe had not thoſe 
Diſcoveries of Divine Love he had, yet her 
Condition was as ſecure by placing her Faith 
and Truſt in the fame Object, the Lord Je/us 
Cdriſt: And as the Lines in a Circle meet in 
the ſame Center, and as it is ſaid, Qui conveni- 
um is Aliqno Tertio, Etiam conveniunt inter Se, 
i. e. are United: So in oppoſition to Bertius 
the Arminian in Holland, who wrote a Treatiſe, 
De Apoſtaſia Sanftorum, of the Apoſtacy of the 
Saints, and afterwards turned Papift ; and as Mr. 
Baxter thinks Grotius did in France: So the Day 
before my Mother died, being a Lord's Day, 
when ſome told her that in the Cathedral, the 
Preacher denied or doubted the Doctrine of 
Aſſurance; ſhe like good old Oecolampadius when 
dying, and his Friends enquiring of his Conſo- 
lations, putting his Hand to his Breaſt ſaid, Hic 
fat Lucis, here is Comfort: So ſhe in the ſame 
Poſture ſaid, here I can confute him; and my 
Father was of that fympathizing Compaſſion, to 
affect her to that Degree, that though ſhe 
was Eleven Years Younger, yet ſome Years be- 
fore, when he was viſibly Declining by —_ 
2 l 
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ſhe was ſo paſſionately concerned to deſire of God 
if he pleaſed to ſpare him, and remove her firſt, 
and accordingly was Anſwered; he recovering 
and not dying till about two Years after her 
Death, November 9, 1676: And their Aﬀections 
were ſo united like David and Jonathan, that 
when ſhe was dying, my Father being in Bed 
with me in the Morning ſent for him, and de- 
fired him to Raiſe her up, and placing her 
Head on his Shoulder, immediately expired in 
his Arms, Quis Temperet à Lachrymis? who can 


oy 


forbear Weeping ? 
And though my Father was averſe to Com- 


pany at his own Death, as it will appear in the 
ſubſequent Account; yet to gratify my Mo- 
ther, who was ſo Aﬀectionate to her Children 
when dying, could not be ſatisfied without ſee- 
ing my Brother and Self, then in London; and a- 
bout a Week before ſhe died, ſent for us. And 
as ſoon as ſhe had ſeen us though Below, deſired 
to be conveyed to her Bed, where ſhe died the 
Week after: However like dying Jacob, gave us 
her Bleſſing on her Bed. And I cannot omit 
remarking in the ſame Words, that my former 
Wife on her dying Bed, gave Fourty one Years 
after to her Daughter Du-Cane ; the Bleſſing of 

Abrabam, Jaac and Jacob. | 
And as he was in his Conjugal, ſa alſo in his 
parental Relation, not only in Moral Qualifica- 
tions of Learning, as appears in the ſubſequent 
Account, but in his Behaviour before us to 
obſerve the Rule, Maxima Debetur Puero Reve- 
rentia, with the greateſt Severity and Gravity, 
That I do not remember that though he was of 
a very chearful Temper, yet ever to ſee him 
Laugh; but Ridicule thoſe that did at a Feather, 
and not like him in Juvenal, to diſſemble 2 
laſcivieus Action, with Vigilanti Stertere Naſo, to 
W 8 B 3 pPtetend 
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pretend to be faſt aſleep, But -as 1 have read 
of Harbert Meſtfaling Bimop of Hereford , ſo 
Grave that he was never known to Laugh. AndI 
remember to have read that Arthur Lake Biſhop of 
Bathand Wells, was ſo compos'd as never to Dream. 
And Hugh Peters in his own Life reports, was 
ſo zealous for Worſhip- without Ceremonies, to 
tell him when going to New.- England on that 
Account, that were 1t not for his great Age, he 
would have gone himſelf. And it is probable 
that That Divine Poet Herbert, to be of the 
ſame Mind by that verſe Publiſhed. pw” 


Religion ſtands on Tiptoe in our Land, 
Ready to paſs to the American Strand, 


But more eſpecially in Religious Matters, as I have 
already in Part related to the Sabbath, taking care 
we ſhould be inſtructed in the Principles of it ; 
wherein he preferred the Aſſemblies Catechiſm, and 
( tho? I learned NowelPs Latin Catechiſm, ) as I have 
heard Archbiſhop Uſer did, as not interfering 
with the Diſcipline of the Churches Abroad, nor 
here in England, and agreeing and concurring 
with the Confeſſions of the reformed Abroad; 
but with the Eſtabliſhed Church of England, in 
the Great and now agitared Points, and to prove 
all Things by Scripture Quotations, (and the 
Aſſemblies larger Catechiſm with the Proofs, is a 
good Body of Divinity, ) but when we were Chil- 
dren, he or we Read the ſacred Scriptures in the Fa- 
mily, if any Difficulty occured, he would always 
explain it; wherein he had an admirable Dexterity. 
to do it. And alſo in Family Duty to have ſuch 
a nafpneia, a freedom and fluency of Expreſſion, 


that few Miniſters exceeded; adapting them in 


ſuch Scripture Words, that ſuited particular. Cir- 
cumſtances : So that his Mother when dying, 


the Miniſter of the Pariſh offered to aſſiſt her by 


the Publick Prayers, ſhe returned him Thanks ; 
| but 
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but told the Meſſenger ſhe had reaſon to thankGod 
ſhe had her Son Richard to recommend her Caſe, 
and not only to pray for, but with her. And 
he had a particular Cuſtom, which I never met 
with in any other Family afterwards, when in. 
gaged in Family Duty many Times to leave a 
Receſs 3 to ſhew us, that as it was his Obligati- 

on to pray for us, we ſhould not neglect pri- 
vate Duty; and ſometimes to expreſs in it a 
enen Pathos or Fervency, to excite us to 

e concerned for Ourſelves, though I know He 
and my Mother never omitted it Week and 
Lord's Day's: And in Reading the Scriptures, 
both ſeparately and ſometimes together by them- 
ſelves. 

And I do not remember any Thing like it, ex- 
cept what Dr. Burnet in his Letters before mentio- 
ned to Mr. Boyle relates, the Proteſtant Switzers 
did in their Publick Aſſemblies to encourage ſecret 
Duty, leave a Receſs; tho? I know it was the Cuſ- 
tom in Portugal, and I ſuppoſe in other Popiſh Coun- 
tries, when their Ave Mary Bell Rung in the Eve- 
ning, tho? in the Streets, to repeat their Prayers ; 
which is a juſt Rebuke to many Proteſtants, 
who neglect both ſecret and family Duties: 
Whereas the Prophet Ferem. x. 25. pronounceth 
a Curſe on the Families that call not on the 
Name of the Lord : And though our Saviour 
expoſeth the Jews, for their Formality and Su- 
perſtition to do it ſtanding in the Corners of the 
Streets, Matt. vi. 5. yet it was a common fay- 
ing with them: Sine Stationibus non Subſiſteret Mun- 
dus; the World could not ſubſiſt without Prayer: 
And rather then fail, a Form of Prayer ſhould 
be uſed Morning and Evening. And as my 
Father was properly as the Jews call by the ſame 
Word ir . Cohen, a Prince and a Prieſt, and as 
he was a Prieſt in Religion, in his Family; ſo he 
B 4 was 
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was alſo in Duty and Converſation, to Influence 
us as far as lay in his Power, ſq alſo for our 
Morals, to guide his Affairs as the P/almift cxii. 
5. with Diſcretion, and not only when we were 
with him ; but when my Brother and I were in 
| London, to warn us on any Publick Feſtivals 
to avoid mobbiſh Company, and to know how 
afterwards we behaved our ſelves. | 
1 will make ſome Digreſſion on the different 
Uſe of the word Coben; the Jews do uſe it now 
as a Sirname; and though our Tranſlators ap- 
ply it to Potiphar, by calling him Prieſt, Gen. 
XII. 453 it might have been tranſlated Prince: 
but they knowing the Egyptian, had a great Ve- 
neration for their Magi, to think it more Ho- 
nourable. And though I do not remember in 
the Old Teſtament, that any governed in 
Church and State but Eli; for though Samuel 
was a Judge, yet was he no Levite but a . 
And I remember in the Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory 
in the Primitive Times, it was amongſt other 
Crimes objected to Paulus Samoſatenys, that he had 
concerned himſelf with worldly Honours. And 
in our modern Hiſtories, Cardinal Woolſey came 
to a F Diſgrace; and lamented he had neg- 
lected ſerving God when he ſerved the King. And 
in the German Hiſtory, Mr. Major a Proteſtant 
Miniſter, by concerning himſelf in ſecular Em- 
ployments committed ſuch Crimes, for which he 
was Exeguted; much Iamenting he had left the 
Miniftry. And a Proteſtant Miniſter in the low- 
et Palatinate, by difſwading the Elector Charles 
to diſcontinue Co-habiting with his Wife, occa- 
ſloned the Failure of the Proteſtant Males, and 
ſo to defcend to the Houſe of Newburgh, that 
were Parts, and ſo. expoſed the Reformed ſince 
in that Country. And here in England: Neither 
in King F4agrd the Vs, not Queen Elixabetb's 
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Reign, any of the Biſnops ingaged in ſecular Af+ 
fairs; for though Archbiſhop #bizgi/t was very 
active in Church Affairs, yet being a Privy»Coun- 
ſellor, when he came, always asked if they had any 
Matters relating to the Church, and finding none 
retired. And afterwards Archbiſhop: Laud med 
ling there, and in the Star-Chamber, occaſioned 
. his Tragical End. And Archbiſhop: Williams 
died in Diſgrace, by ingaging like Pope Julius 
in Military Affairs, by throwing away St. Peter's 
Key, to take St, Pauls Sword. And though 
our higheſt Dignitaries do not ; yet ſome in 
inferiour Stations, neglect their main Work: 
And though by it good old Eli broke his Neck, 
it doth not break their Backs by heaping Prefer- 
ments. But Miniſters when degenerated are the 
moſt Cruel; as I remember in Dr. Burnet's Let- 
ters to Mr. Boyle, to mention one Granatz a Pro- 
teſtant Miniſter, formerly amongſt the Griſons, 
who deſerting the Miniſterial ingaged in the Mi- 
litary 3 and afterwards coming to Coir the Capi- 
tal of that Country, meeting with a Perſon that 
had diſobliged him, cut him down with an Ax : 
But it is remarkable (I think) about Twenty 
Four Years after coming to the ſame Place, 
ſome Friends or Relations of the Deceaſed with 
the ſame Ax, cut him down likewiſe. And as it 
is obſerved in Nature the beſt things corrupted 
become the werſt, Corruptio optimi eſt Peſima : 

So that the Particles that Perſpire from Humane 
Bodies are moſt Offenſive and Infectious: So 
that ſome of the Judges in their Circuits, when 
trying Criminals by their Stench have died. And 
it is common that their Excrements have been 
the Occaſion of the ſudden Death of ſeveral, 
as very often we have Examples in the Publick 
News, as being more offenſive than other Crea- 
tures 3 and though Man was made a but little Low- 
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er than the Angels in his Soul, yet in the Body 
is more vile than the Beaſts that Periſn. 

But to return to what hath been mentioned 
before of my Father's Care of us as to Religion: 
So was he alſo careful if any of us had a Genius 
or Inclination to Learning, as Scientia non habet 
Inimicum niſi Ignorantem; none Enemies to it, 
but thoſe that know not the worth of it; ſo 
as himſelf encouraged us. And particularly my- 
ſelf, placing me under not only the Education of 
a Kinſman at a Boarding School in the Coun- 
try, butalſo his own former Under Schaal. Maſter : 
But to complete my Claſſick's, two worthy 
Non-conformiſt Miniſters, the Reverend Mr. Prim- 
roſe for Greek, Mr. Voyl for Hebrew; and Mr. Prim- 
roſe alſo compiled me a Syſtem of Logick in 
Latin, ſince delivered with other Books to Mr. 
Hett, Bookſeller in Cheapfide. And that I ſhould 
read the politeſt Authors in Latin, as Cæſar's 
Commentaries, who excelled, tam Marte quam 
Mercurio, both as a Soldier and Orator ; and other 
Hiſtorians, as Livy, Tacitus, Quintus Curtius, 
Saluſt, Suetonius, but alſo Tully's Orations, Epi- 
ſtles, and De Officizs ; and the beſt Poets, as Virgil, 
Ovid, Horace, Fuvenal and others; and in Greek for 
Hiſtory, Plutarch, Socrates's Orations, as alſo the 
beſt Poets, as Homer's Iliads; and that I might 
not ſpend my Time like Aulus Gellius Noctes 
Attice De Minutii's verborum, but apply them to 
Practice, did prompt me to other Studies ; and 
as he was inclinable himſelf ſhould be acquainted 
with Phyſick, and particularly read to me Hippo- 
crates's Aphoriſms in Greek and Latin, and making 
ſome Obſervations of his own; and that I ſhould 
attend ſometimes anatomical Diſſections at Chi- 
rurgeon's Hall in London. And having the Advan- 
tage of a Kinſman's Study and Books in Eſſex - Court 
in the Temple, Mr. Edward Wright of Upper Lyde 
| | near 
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near Hereford [ from. whence my Father married 


my Mother February 12. 1648-9. as I married 
my firſt Wife in London F 2 one Years after, 
e 


February 14. 1688-9.] I had the Opportunity of 
knowing Tenures by reading Cooke on Littleton, 
and other Books of Law concerning the Office 
of Executors, though I read alſo Lambard the 
Civilian on that account, ſo as to diſtinguiſh 
what was due to them or the Heirs, when 
I engaged in real Eſtates and other Truſts. 
And allo to read ſomething in Academical Studies, 
as Logick, Phyſicks, Ethicks, and Metaphyſicks, 
though many Principles in them are both very 
uncertain and abſtruſe; as depending on Entia 
rationis in Logick, and in Phyſicks great Difſer- 
tations between the Peripateticks, Cartefians, and 
others; as Ramus in his way of Dichotomizing 
into Matter and Form ; ſome making Privatio a 
Principle, though ſtrange as ſeeming contradic- 
ry; though others make only Matter and Mo- 
tion: But in Ethicks there is more Certainty, 
and have the Aſſiſtance of Solomon in the Proverbs 
and Eccleſiaſtes; but for Metaphyſicks, they are 
the moſt abſtruſe, by their innumerable Diſtinc- 
tions, that I think they much promote Errours, as 
we ſee in the Socinian Controverſies, who are 
much verſed in School-Divinity ; and ir is like 
the Cabaliſtical amongſt the Jes, very myſtical. 
But though I mention ſome Uncertainties in hu- 
mane Learning, yet I am not of. Cornelius Agrippa's 
Sentiments, who wrote De Vanitate Scientiarum, 
of the Vanity of Sciences; whereas the Apoſtle 
Paul was not only learned himſelf, and preſſed it 
in his Epiſtle to Titus i. 12; and directed Timo- 
thy, i. 4, 13. to give Attendance to Reading. 
And Moſes was learned in all the Wiſdom of the 
Egyptians, Adds vii. 22. And afterwards alſo my 
Father encouraged me in other Studies; as Eccle- 

5 | ſiaſtical 
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ſiaſtical Hiſtory, by reading Zuſchius, Socrates, 
and others, in Greek, tranſlated by Valleſius, with 
his Notes, and 'Nicephorus: And to have ſome 
Knowledge of it in general, by reading Baronius's 
Annals, and Spondanuss Epitomizer, Bellarmine*s 
De Scriptoribus Ectlefiaſticis ;, the Magdeburgh Cen- 
turiator, Daille de vero uſu Patrum; and for Con- 
troverſy, to the Theſes publiſhed by the Reformed 
Abroad, particularly the learned Chamier in France, 
and John and Gerhard Voſſius in Holland, But 
my Father was concerned I ſhould not be ig- 
norant of the primitive Worſhip, both as to 
Doctrine and Diſcipline ; to read 7uſtin Martyr's 
Apology in Greek, tranſlated by Langius, wherein 
he ſhews in the Celebration of the ſacred My- 
ſtery the Npeerds, Proeſtos, the Prepoſitus, or chief 
Miniſter that officiated, did it; as Adr dit A, G 
rates, pro viribus, according to his Ability; and 
Tertullian relates the ſame in the Weſtern Churches, 
that the Preſident performed it fine monitore, with- 
out a Form, or any to prompt him; and Origen 
againſt Celſus, tranſlated by Spencer, with his 
Notes. And alſo amongſt the Latin Fathers, the 
minor Writers or Fathers; as Salvian and others, 
and the Apologies of Tertullian, Athenagoras, 
Minmtius Felix, and alſo Cyprian's, with Pamelius's 
and Rigaltius's Notes; (as alſo ſome of Ambroſe's 
and Auſtin's Works) and by reading this laſt, I 
found more explained the Difference between the 
Practice in their Cheiroil eſi 2, or Impoſition of 
Hands in ordaining of Miniſters or Paſtors, and 
the Cheirotoma, or Suffrage of the People that 
choſe them, which through Alteration in Time 
is much changed by the Jus Patronatus both in 
Proteſtant and Popiſh Countries; yet was then 
carefully permitted only to the Fideles, or the 
Communicants, excluding the Catechumeni, or 
Hearers. And there is ſomething of it mentioned 
in 
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in the old Ritual of the Roman Church; and 
ſomething of it retained with us, in the King's 
ſending a Conge D*Elire to the Chapter to elect 
a Biſhop, to prevent -mobbiſh Elections; and 
our Tranſlators ſeem to acknowledge it, As xiv. 
23. ordaining Elders ; as of the Apoſtles Act, 
whereas * He; rd is ro ne 6, Cheirgtone-. 
antes, is Suffraging, ſo properly the People's 
AA yet now amongſt the Diffenters is ſtill prac 
tiſed, though by ſome only of the Commun? 
cants. And they were ſo ſtrict, poſſibly: ſuper- 
ſtitious, in the Celebration of the moſt ſacred 
Myſtery, to command others to be gone, in the 
Greek Church by Exeltbete, to depart ; and in the 
Latin Church by Ie miſſa eſt, be gone; from whenee 
Miſſa for Maſs is probably derived: and the 
Jews alſo from their inward Court. And as the 
primitive Chriſtians were ſtrict in their Admiſſion 
of Perſons, and in their manner of being preſents 
yet I do not remember to have read any thing 
as to their Poſture, which though is evident from 
Scripture to be an Eating Poſture, yet confider- 
ing they never kneeled on Lord's-Day, and ſome 
other Days, yet celebrated that Ordinance con- 
ſtantly every Lord's-Day, poſſibly might be 
ſtanding ; and though on that account there m 
be ſome Reaſon for 1 Genuftexion, whic 
was introduced in England to induce the Papiſts 
to communicate, and to join with us in that and 
other publick Ordinances, as uſing their Poſture 
and Prayers as far as it was lawful ; ſo that for the 
firſt Ten Years of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, they 
attended the Publick till interdicted by the Pope. 
And though we differ as to the manner, yet I ſee 
| none why we ſhould as to the Time; for tho” all 
agree our that Saviour and his Diſciples afterwards 
did affemble in an upper Room, large and capa-

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it not material: But their common Time of Eat- 
ing was at Supper in thoſe hot Countries, ſo 
ought- not to be inſiſted on; there being, eadem 
ratio loci & temporis, as little Reaſon to obſerve.

But to return to my Father's Narrative, to 
what he acted in Religion in his Family, and in 
Publick as a Magiſtrate, yet I will add when in 
a private Capacity and in Suffering, his Concern 
for Religion. When there was great Perſecution 
of Diſſenters in King Charless Reign in favour of 
the Papiſts, he exerted himſelf in making his 
Houſe ſometimes a little Church (as my firſt Wife 
when a Widow) for Mr. Primroſe to preach on 
Lord's Days; and being beloved by the Magi- 
ſtrates, was never diſturbed : But when ſome 
Years after the King gave a publick Indulgence 
in 1673 to the Country, though he connived at it 
in London before, and I being then Reſident there, 
ordered me to procure Licenſes for Herefordſhire ; 
and in it took particular Care to have Reſpect to

publick Miniſter, but rather an N 
ſition 3 as particularly ex where the Re- 
verend Mr. Woodward preached on a Week- Day 
at the Opening of their firſt Meeting on that 
Text: Can any Good come out of Nazareth?

46. I remember they beat the Drums in the 
Street near the Place to drown his Voice: And 
when that Liberty was ſuppreſſed at the firſt Meet- 
ing of the Parliament, and there was a fierce 
Proſecution of Diſſenters; yet when the firſt 
Lord's-Day in the Morning the Mayor (Mr. John 
Williams) and Magiſtrates at Hereford permitted 
it, yet in the Afternoon interrupted Mr. Primroſe 
in Prayer, and convened him and ſome of the 
Hearers and Members before them in the Market- 
Houſe; yet they omitted my Father, the princi- 
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pal of them: And though he preſented himſelf 
in their View when accuſing others, to ſhew them 
that as he had engaged with them in Duty, ſo he 
would in Suffering, if called to it: But they 
knowing his great Abilities to plead their Cauſe, 
excuſed calling him; and conſidering” the Cir- 
cumſtance of his Family, as depending on his 
Employment, yet reſolved to adhere: and/affift 
them. And having a particular Intereſt" in that 
ever honoured Patriot Sir Edward Harley ( Grand- 
father to the preſent Earl of Oxford) who with 
his Father Sir Robert Harley, both' Knights of the 
Bath, were the eminent Patrons of Religion both 
in Parliament and in that County for a Series of 
One hundred Years; and Sir Edward never came 
to Hereford, but ſeveral Hours converſed with my 
Father, and after his Death honoured me with a 
Viſit in London when a Servant, and wrote me 
Letters when in Portugal, and placed with me his 
Brother's Son Thomas Harley Eſquire in Portugal ; 
ſo my Father having an Advantage by him, ſent 
me to him with a Repreſentation of their Caſe in 
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their Diſtreſe, with a Petition to the King; but 
Sir Edward drew up another more ſuitable to 
publick Addreſſes, and gave me Letters not only 
to his particular Friends, but to ſome eminent 
Noblemen then of the C. A BAL (as then held) 
ee ; the Duke of Bucking- 
pg Fefe Agleſey, then Lord Privy- Seal, 
Denzil Lord 1 lis, but more eſpacially to An. 
bony Earl, of Shafribury, 'then 10 Chancellor, 
and alſo to ſome 4 at Court, to aſſiſt and 
introduce me in the D wy of the Letters; as 
the Reverend Mr. 1 N cotch Nonconformiſt 
Miniſter, well acq uainted with the King, who 
moſtly. ſo ed for ch Presbyterians; as Dr. Owen 
and Jobn 6 uire of Clapham for the Con- 
gregational r.  Kiffen for the Antipedo- 
baptiſts; — * 8 Beard did alſo in Parliament, 
and — 4 attended the King to ſollicit it him- 
ſelf: And though I with — attended and de- 
livered ſeveral Petitions, particularly Mr. Prim- 
roſe ane himſelf a Re infekta, without Effect; yet it 
had that good Effect, that though my F ather and 
others were threatned and indicted as Rioters, yet 
by tra ver ſing che Indictment to Indictment, none 
of them" ſuffered in their Perſons or Goods by 
Seizute (as they did in ether Places) by my Fa- 
ther and Friends Iatereſt. And though he was at 
great Expences in London on that account, and 
never that I know or heard had any contributed 
towards it. And as he lived ſome Years after till 
November 9. 1676. yet God repaid it, by his Pro- 
vidence, not only during his Life, like Obed Edom 
and his Houſchold, for the Ark's ſake, by proſ- 
pering him in his Trade more then before; 1 — 
more particularly on his account after his Death, 
by railing me Friends to introduce me into thoſe | 
future Employments that rendered me more capa- 
ble of Service; oh that I had anſwered them dro 
4 the 
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the Knowledge of Caſh-Accounts, and' by that 
of Foreign Exchange, and afterwards of Mer- 


chants-Accounts, and Affairs both in England and 


Abroad, by living with Mr. Humpbrey Edwin 


(afterwards Knighted and Lord- Mayor) in Great 
St. Hellens, above fifty Years ſince; (where I have 
now in the ſame Houſe a Grandſon Apprentice to 
a French Merchant) and he being then Caſhier to 
the Eaſt- India Company; but a conſiderable Trader 
to the Eaſt- Country, Dantzict, and other Places, 
and to 1taly, eſpecially Venice and Genoa, and alſo 
to Guinea, where had Mr. Humfreys, formerly his 
Apprentice, reſided as a Factor; and was alſa 
much concerned in the private Trade to India 
And being much employed himſelf, afforded me 
a greater Opportunity t improve both in Ac- 
counts and preparing Letters for his Correſpon- 
dents for the Foreign Poſts; ſo that at laſt I was 
qualified for a Factor, and he offered me either to 
o to Venice or Genoa; but I chuſing the latter, he 
rew up Articles, and obliged himſelf co conſign me 
ſeveral Thouſands yearly. But when I was ready 
to depart in Captain Paxton's Ship, he added another 
Article in favour of a Brother-in-law, Mr. Harper, 
then with him, who by a former Agreement was 
only to go as an Aſſiſtant for Accounts; yet af- 
ter ſome time, he limited him to be my Partner : 
But knowing his Indolency and other Vices, b 
Advice of Alderman Love and other Friends, le 
he ſhould ruin me, as afterwards he did himſelf, 
I declined the Voyage, though I had ſome Goods 
aboard the Ship; but viewing the Caſe as deſpe- 
rate, ſo I was wholly diſcarded by him, and deſti- 


tute of all Employment. But God raiſe me 7 


other Friends ; for my Father having formerly 
been a kind Uncle to ſome Siſters of Mr. Fames 
Raulins, that were unſucceſsfully married in Here- 
fordſdire, by aſſiſting * in their Diſtreſſes; = 
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he, and alſo his Brother-in-law Mr. Samuel Reade, 
whoſe Siſter and Relict I married, very generouſly 
recommended me to go to Lisbon, where one of 

them had a Correſpondent, which T do in Grati- 
rude to their Memory acknowledge to their ſur- 
viving Relations; and particularly Mr. Reade, at- 
ter his Brother Raulinss Death, aſſiſted me in 
continuing my Buſineſs till T returned to England, 
and ſince his Death I received ſeveral particular 
Favours from his Son Samuel Reade of Hackney 
Eſquire. | DE E 
And though I have digreſſed by reciting ſeve- 
ral things occurring in and after the Death of my 
Father that interfered, yet they aggrandize the 
ſeveral Gradations of Providence to him and me, 
yet I will not omit the laſt and brighteſt Parr in 
his comfortable Exit out of the World, that 
though what had been acting before in the firſt 
and ſecond Table Duties were but nav, but 
preparatory to it, yet his d F, his main 
Work, was to prepare himſelf: And as it is obſerv- 
ed in Nature the Motions of gravid Bodies, the 
nearer they are to their Center, are ſtrongeſt and 
ſwifteſt; ſo tho? elementa in ſuo loco nec gravitant nec 
levitant, as Water in a River hath no Weight; ſo 

” he-in the laſt part of his Life expreſſed his earneſt. 
Deſire to be diſſolved, and be with Chriſt ; aad 
often ſaid, it was no more to him to die, thafi-to 
go out of one Room into another; and had ſuch 
Communication with Heaven, like Elijab, to 
have ſome Notice of it when approaching. And 
-,- en that account, ſent me ſeveral Letters for my 
Direction before his Death for my Conduct, both 
as to my felt and younger Brother, then in London. 
And I being ſenſible he never complained of any 
Hinefs but on extraordinary Occaſions, thought 
it neceſlary tp provide againſt any ſudden Alte- 
ration, to ſeud his eldeſt Siſter, my Aunt Hutchins, - 

a very 
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a very prudent and pious Chriſtian, and the moſt 
endeared of all his Siſters, as having on all emer- 
gent Occaſions for many Years, being a Widew, 
aſſiſted him; ſo ſent her to be with my Siſter, not 
twenty Years old, and adviſing him of it, he 
blamed me much for my Raſhneſs (as always de- 
firing Retiredneſs at his Death) to trouble my 
Aunt in her old Age with a Wittter's. Journey; 
yet, Swan-like, concluded his Letter, that God's 
ways were in the Clouds, and reſigned his Will to 
God : As he always in his Life if any viſible croſs 
Providence occurred, to ſay, all ſhall be for the 
better. And particularly in his Letter of No- 
vember 8, the Day before he died ( ſince with 
other Letters depoſited in the Hands of his then 
ſurviving, though ſince deceaſed Grand-daughter, 
dying September 21, 1722. Anne Wife of Richard 
Du-Cane Eſquire ) did, with good old Simeon, de- 
ſire to depart in Peace, for his Eyes had ſeen his 
Salvation. And with many pathetick Expre ſſions, 
bleſſing God that had made him in ſome meaſure 
Meet for the glorious Inheritance of the Saints 
in Light; and accounted all things but Loſs and 
Dung ( Scubala, Dogs-Meat.) there were 
alſo ſome remarkable Circumſtances that attended 
his End the Day he died; for having, on the 
Removal of his chief Correſpondent in London af- 
ter the Great Fire in 1666, ſent my above-men- 
tioned Aunt to manage his Affairs, took a ſolemn 
Farewel and Leave of her, as never expecting to 
ſee her more by a prophenick Spirit; and ac- 
_ cording to my Letter, ſuppoſing ſhe would come 
to Hereford that Day he died, provided her Sup- 
per; but ſhe being prevented by ſome unforeſeen 
Accident, did not come till next Day, and ſa him 
next Morning dead on his Bed. And that Day he 
died, after he had dined freely as he uſed to do, he 
went and viſited and relieved ſeveral according to 
| C 2 their 
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their Circumſtances, and had given them his dy- 
ing Counſel ; and returning to his Houſe, mer 


with a Neighbour, Mrs. Seaborn, where the Meet- 


ing had formerly been kept when there was Li- 
berty in King Charless Time; and having invited 
her the Day before he died to dine with him, ſhe 


being diverted by ſome occaſion, excuſed it, and 


ſaid ſhe would dine with him another Day: He 
replied, you will never dine with me, and went 
directly (I think) to his next Neighbours, the 
Aſtons, Apothecaries, and defired them to aſſiſt 
my Siſter in his Funeral ; and that they ſhould 
not be ſurprized ro hear of his ſudden Death, 
nor to judge it an ominous thing, as it was uſual 
in the Country; and as before he had acquainted 
others ; but it was what he always expected. 
And though he often expreſſed in Family- Duty 
a defire from an unprepared, yet never from 
ſudden Death: But his Neighbours knowing his 
cheertul Temper, did not credit it. But as ſoon as 
he had taken his ſolemn Leave of them, he came 
into his Shop, and adviſed my Siſter not to call 
him, but went up Stairs to his Retiring-Room, 
like as God bid Moſes, Deut. xxxii. 49. Get up 
into the Mount. But ſhe having occaſion, did; 
but having no Anſwer, went up, and ſaw him 
fallen dead on his Knees at Prayer. As I have 
heard the Reverend Mr. Thomas Watſon, formerly 
Miniſter of Stephens Walbrook, in his Cloſet. So 
as the Emperour Theodoſius deſired, Mori ſtantem, 
ſtanding. Biſhop Jewel of Salisbury defired to die 
Preaching. But three Nonconformiſt Miniſters 
died in their Pulpits, as Mr. Oakes, Mr. Pledger, 
ind Mr. Sewel of Coventry, ſo my good Father 
to die Praying. And ſo is gone where though 
Praying and Preaching, yet praiſing God ſhall 
never ceaſe, But as his Diſtemper did not ema- 


_ ciate him, as my Mother's, who died of a Con- 


ſumption 3 
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ſumption; but appeared viſibly not much de- 
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clining, as affecting the Diaphragma, and ſo at- 
tended with Ptiſical, or rather complaining in his 


laſt Letters, to be on the Tip of his Stomach, to 
be aſthmatical, therefore his Neighbours did not 
apprehend his Death ſo near; yet it had that good 
Effect for the Honour of Religion, that his next 
Neighbour, Mr. James Afton, though ingeni- 
ous, but ſomewhat atheiſtical, when dying, like 
Balaam, reflected with Horrour he had not lived 
like good Mr. Lyde, and that his latter End was 
not like his. And I will add what I have heard, 
that being choſen Treaſurer and Secretary for the 
Epiſcopal Miniſters (before King Charles's Coming 
in) that were under Reflection for Inſufficiency 
or Scandal, and knowing their Circumſtances, 
and having had Families like' his Grand-daughter 
Du-Cane, compaſſionating them, gave them not 
only operam, his Labour, but his opere-pretium, 
his Salary, worth about two hundred Pounds 
per Annum; for which, and other Kindneſſes, he 
was ſo univerſally beloved when living, as to be 
honourably attended when interred. The Mayor 
and other Magiſtrates, though not invited (I be- 
ing then in London) ſhewed all the Publick Re- 
ſpects on that Occaſion, as the Father of the City, 
and every one willing to carry his Corps, and a 
great Company of all Perſwafions followed it to 
the Grave: And that Reſpe& was paid to his 
Memory ſometime after his Death, when Paul 
Foley Eſquire ſtood Candidate for Parliament-Man 
for Hereford, though he had a great Oppoſition, 
yet when I was in London, wrote about fourſcore 


Letters, and ſome to the chiefeſt of the City, yet 


Mr. Paul Bootb, his Steward, told me every one 
voted for him; though his Intereſt was ſo con- 


firmed to be conſtantly elected, that he was af- 


terwards choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
C 3 mons 3 
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mons; tho' I believe my recommending him the 
Purchaſe of the Preſentation of St. Peter's in Here. 
ford, did forward it; [though I will remark on 
this occaſion, that Herefordſhire, a ſmall County, 
yet in forty Year's-time had the Honour to have 
three Speakers of the Houſe of Commons, 
Sir Villiam Gregory, Paul Foley Eſquire, and 
Robert Harley Eſquire, afterwards Earl of Oxford.] 
And his Memory will be eſteemed as long as any 
living have known or heard of him. And Mr. Fo- 
ley had ſuch a Reſpect for me on account of what 
he had acted for him, that when he afterwards 
came up to Parliament, after I left Portugal, when 
he came into the City, I had a Place where I wrote 
my Foreign Letters in Lawrence-Lane, oppoſite 
to his Brother=in-law Sir Thomas Lane, when he 
came into the City, viſited me; and was ſo 
rateful, before I went to Portugal, to invite me 
after the Parliament was up to go down to Here- 
fordſbire with Sir Edward Harley and Colonel Birch. 
I accompanied them to his Houſe at Stoke, and I 
remember one particular Circumſtance when we 
were at Dinner: Mrs. Foley having her only Son 
and Child ( though ſhe afterwards had another) 
Thomas Foley Eſquire, afterwards Parliament- Man 
for Hereford, at Table with us, and then very 
young, Sir Edward Harley and Colonel Birch be- 
ing alſo preſent ; and the Colonel being a very 
ſtrong Man, was noted for a loud Humn, and the 
old Ceilings being low before that Houſe was new- 
built, was deſired by Mrs. Foley to forbear it, 
teſt he ſhould occaſion a Fit in her Son. And J 
remember on this Occaſion what I have read hap- 
pened at Cambridge, when the Univerſity, to en- 
tertain King James, acted a Play called Igmramus, 
that one Alablaſter that engaged in it, was to re- 
preſent a mournful Part, did expreſs himſelf with 
tyuch a mournful Accent, that one of the Specta- 
tors 


tors ran mad: And when God ſpake by Thun- 
drings and Lightnings when he delivered the Law 
on Mount Sina, that the People trembled; and 
deſired Moſes might ſpeak, and not God himſelf, 


leſt they ſhould die. How terrible will it be 


when God at the Great Day will ſpeak by terri- 
ble things in Righteouſneſs for the Breach of it ? 
Oh that we might think of it now when he ſpeaks 
by the ſtill Voice of the Goſpel, and remember 
what the Apoſtle mentions, 1 The. iv. 16. : 
And as I have-related, before the many Bleſ- 
ſings attended my Fatner and me during his Life, 
and after his Death, on his account here in Zng- 
land, and forwarding me Abroad, ſo I will not 
omit ſome I had when going and at Sea, When 
I was to depart, there being a Piratical War be- 
_ tween England and the Algerines ; and by the ſud- 
den Alteration of my firſt intended Voyage (as be- 
fore) the beſt Ship the Goodwill, Captain Good, 
was gone to the Bots to attend the two Men 
of War deputed for Convoys, ſo that my Friends 
could not provide for my Safety; God ſo order- 
ing it by his Providence, the Winds proving con- 
trary, the Convoys and that Ship were detained ; 
and having took my Paſſage in a Ship much infe- 
riour then in London, yet overtook that beſt Ship, 
and having Friends Aboard her, they concerned 
themſelves to accommodate me; and though it 
was in the Time of the Popiſh Plot, when ſeve- 
ral of Queen Catharines Servants, as Criminals 
on account of Sir Edmond Bury Godfrey's Mur- 
der, fled from Publick Juſtice, the Ship was full 
of Paſſengers, yet I had the Favour of the chief 
Mate's Cabbin ; and to have ſuch a particular Re- 
ſpect from the Captain, that when, he was ill at 
Sea, though a Stranger, yet made me his Execu- 
tor, though he had his own Son with him, whereby 
had great Truſt and Conſignations; but he 
5 G4 recovered, 
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recovered, and had a ſafe and proſperous Voyage, 
and to be ſucceeded in my Affairs; and >. a 
remarkable Providence there, that when ſome of 
my Neighbours ſhipped Bullion, as being of more 
Advantage than the Exchange, and always on 
that account picking out of their own Caſh; and 
ſome of the J7ewiſß Race aſſiſting us: So we were 
ſometime after betrayed by our Vice Conſul 
Knightley Aldern, whoſe Relations lived at Here- 
ford, and on that account had voted for him for 
that Employment ; yet having ſome occaſion to 
ſuſpect his Fidelity afterwards, ſo had a particular 
Deliverance ; for when ſome of my Friends and 
ſelf loſt about Four hundred Pounds, yet never 
truſted him with any thing that might expoſe 
to Danger, but others of more Integrity ; and it 
was a Mercy to me; for when there was two con- 
ſiderable Ships in that Harbour, it was my Hap- 
pineſs to have my Effects on board the beſt Ship, 
Captain Saxe (who went Commander of the 
Wentworth for India) who prudently and ſeaſona- 
bly retired to our Envoys the Lord Fanſhaw ; 
which the other Captain neglecting, was made a 
Priſoner. And ſo I was preſerved, yet others 
that I could not avoid employing, as living near 
the River, were impriſoned on that account ; yet 
aſſured me and others, they would facrifice their 
Lives before they would betray me ( being Death 
by the Law.) So they faithfully performed it, 
and remained Priſoners till King Charles, at the In- 
ſtance of our Envoy, ſent a Man of War ; which 
fo terrified the Portugueze, that I think that very 
Day all the Exgliſb both Merchants and others were 
ſet at Liberty, and I had a particular Patronage 
from the Envoy, when that Affair was depending, 
fearing my Goods ſhould be ſeized (being For- 
feiture of Life and Goods) to ſend his Litter to 
remove my moſt valuable Merchandize ; and =o 
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had an additional Help, by having an neigh- 
bouring Engliſo Merchant, then out of Suſpicion, 
to entertain me ſometimes at Night to have ſome 
Repoſe, my Partner, Mr. Rapbe, rarely ſtay ing 
in our Houſe in the Day, nor never in the Night, 
ſo was obliged to abide in my Houſe, and to 
appear in Publick, as knowing that fuga arguit 
culpam, Flight ſhewing Guilt. So when my 
Neighbours were confined, I was thro* Mercy at 
liberty to viſit them in Priſon. But Ialſo had a re- 
markable Deliverance from the above-named Vice- 
Conſul, who though he was the Judas that be- 
trayed us, yet was always of ſo compoſed and 
complaiſant a Temper, that I never remember to 
have ſeen him angry ; yet as one Third of the 
Money fell to his Share as Informer, yet he de- 
meaned himſelf ſo as not to be much ſuſpected, 
and not being able to accuſe, did endeavour to 
intrap me, by coming to my Houle at that time 
to offer his Service, as' having obliged him for- 
merly : But God gave me ſuch a Preſence of 
Mind to diſmiſs him with the greateſt Contempt, 
that he had not an Opportunity. to betray me, as 
he did others, and fo I avoided that Snare; and it 
was a particular Deliverance, he being then car- 
Tying on his perfidious Deſign with the greateſt 
Application: And in order to it, knowing with- 
out the Aſſiſtance of the Prince Don Pedro (King 
Alphonſo being then a Priſoner ) inſinuated himſelf 
into the Acquaintance of the Iriſb Fryers, whoſe 
Conveat being oppoſite not to the Royal bur the 
Prince's Palace; and pretending his great Incli- 
nation to turn Roman Catholick, and the zealous 
Fathers ſuppoſing they had got a Proſelyte, and 
having, as the reſt of that Nation, an innate and 
inveterate Hatred to the. Engliſh, introduced him 
to the Prince then governing; bur he being ſen- 
ſible the Engliſb were the greateſt —_— of 

their 
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cheir Liberties, other Nations copying their Ar- 
ticles, and being alſo Brother- in- law to King 
Charles, who was always a Patron to his Merchants, 
and might reſent any Injury to his Subjects, often 
refuſed his Propoſals, yet by the Inſtigations of 
the Fryars, and his offering to forfeit his Life, 
if he did not prove it, prevailed at laſt with 
the Prince to ſend Soldiers, who breaking 
up the Ships, diſcovered the Money; and 


as one Crime accompanies another, he being 


to receive his Share as Informer in Specie, 
being about eight or nine thouſand Pieces of 
Eight, and the current Coin of Portugal, as alſo 
of Spain, being then clipt one third [though 
ſince reformed, as with us; and though they and 
the Spaniards advanced it one fifth part, which 
though a Loſs to the Merchant at that time in 
receiving their Debts, yet as the Exchange altered, 
{old their Goods accordingly ; whereas the Eng- 
liſh, in the ſame Circumſtances, to their Honour, 
kept up theirs when they recoined it to its intrinfick 
Valab, ] he added another Villany ; for what was 
ſhipped being Spaniſb Money of full Weight, and 
his there being as before conſiderable, by clipping 
them, advanced his Part to be worth about 3000 
Pounds Sterling, coined new Pieces of Eight; but 


being detected, was condemned to be burnt alive: 
But to avoid the publick Shame, the Night before 


it was to be executed he took an Opiate, and I 
ſaw his Corps carried by my Door to be burnt, 
with a Prieſt attending it, praying for Maſſes for 
his Soul; for without Penny, no Pater-neſter, 
their Trade never ceaſing either by the Living or 
Dead. And though he was not above forty Years 
old, and a healthy Man, yet as the Pſalmiſt ob- 
ſerves, P/alm lv. 23. Bloody: and deceitful Men 
ſpall not live out balf their Days; which is alſo 
well explained, Proverbs xxviii. 10. Into that- Pit 


he 


E 
he had prepared for others to fall in himſe!/. And 
J eſcaped as a Bird out of the Snare, God ap- 
pearing in the Mount of Diſtreſs, Geneſis xxil. 14. 
Pſalm cxxiv. 7. and Job v. 12. diſappoincing 


the Devices ſo as not to perform their Enter- 


prizes. And as I have given an Account of 
God's Providence in reference to a crafty Sinner, 
ſo though it be not ſo appoſite to this Account, 
yet as it hath a Reference to that of the Pſalmſt 
of bloody Men alſo ſhould not live out half their 
Days, ſo it happening in the Verge of my Time 
Abroad in the fame Place, and their Circum- 
ſtances in ſome things ſymbolizing, tho? it be a Di- 
greſſion, yet I hope it will not be altogether unuſe- 
ful and unacceptable: The Matter of Fact was thus. 
There was one Mr, Hutchinſon living at Lisbon, 
and though deſigned a Merchant, yet being Idle, 
turned Gameſter ; and having at Play got as he 
ſaid Four Hundred Peices of Eight of Mr. Col- 
ſton, a Merchant there, which Mr. Colton denied; 
and afterwards, Mr. Colſton having acquired a 
good Eſtate and ſettled his Affairs, was returnin 
to his Brother Mr. Colfion at Briſtol, and having 
taken his Farewel of his Family, was; going to 
Embark ; and paſſing through the Place where 
the Merchants uſually met, Hutchinſon attending 
his coming, accoſted with the demand of the 
Debt; which Mr. Colſton refuſing, and it may 
be ridiculing his Demand, drew out his Dag- 
er ( uſually worn rhere with their Swords, ) > 
ike Ehud to Eglon King of Moab, Fudges iii. 21. 
Thruſted it with Violence into his Belly ; which 
penetrating his Inteſtines, obliged him. to retire 
to his Houſe, where languithed about three 
Days ; and his Corps was carried to England in 
the ſame Ship. And though Hutchinſon by fly- 
ing to the Miſericordia Church that was neareſt, 
and turning Papiſt as Aldern did, procured a 
n | | formal 
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formal and eaſy Diſcharge with Man. And as 
formerly in England, though the Churches were 
never Sanctuaries for Sacriledge, always favour- 
ing Themſelves ; ſo they are Abroad in Popifh 
Countries, now yet, they are for the vileſt Cri- 
minals in other Caſes. But Hutchinſon going 
afterwards for England, on ſome particular Oc- 
caſions, Mr. Colſton's Relations proſecuted him: 
Bur as it isa Rule in our Law, Nemo pro uno 
Delicto bis punietur, to be twice puniſhed for the 
ſame Crime; and ſo eſcaped Puniſhment of 
Man : Yet publick Vengeance, like a Divine 
Nemeſis perſued him; for returning to Lisbon, he 
added to his former Guilt the Carrying his own 
Siſter, both to turn Papiſt and Proſtitute (being 
very handſome) to the King of Portugal: But 
ſometime after falling Sick of a Feaver 'the 
Chronical Diſtemper of that Country; and as 
the Phy ſicians there being Galeniſts, denying the 
Circulation of the Blood, and contrary to our 
Cuſtom generally in England, Bleed always in 
the Feet, did ſo with him. And as it was ap- 

rehended the Orifice was well ſecured by the 

owler, yet the People not hearing of him in 
the Morning, went up and found him Dead, 
wallowing in ſeveral Gallons of his Blood, 
and it is not improbable ; for it is obſerved by 
Dr. Harvey, who firſt diſcovered the Circulation 
of the Blood, that in every Pulſe, which is every 
Moment, there paſſeth through the left Ventricle 
of the Heart, about two Ounces ( though in Fea- 
vers more;) ſo it is ſuppoſed the whole Maſs 
of Blood in the Body paſleth in one Hour : And 
as it is obſerved, the Heart is the firſt Vital 
formed and Jaſt thar lives ; as the Brain is the 
Seat of the Animal; ſo when any of them are 
wounded, Perſons immediately Expire. So I 
will obſerve on this Occaſion as I did of Alderns, 


he 
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he died about Forty Years of Age: So I cannot 
omit that almoſt Divine Paſſage of Seneca, O 
quam Divina occurit Ultio cujuſgue Peccati proprio 
Objecto, their Sin appeared in their Puniſhment. 
And on this Occaſion of Murder, I will Remark 
what J have read occurred in my reading the 
Engliſb Hiſtory, in which I will confine myſelf to 
the Reign of King Edward III, being a Parri- 
cide, who depoſed and occaſioned the Death of 
his Father Edward II; and Henry IV, depoſed 
and killed his Son Richard II; and Edward IV, 
depoſed and killed his Grandſon, (and great 
Grandſon,) Henry VI; and his unnatural and 
barbarous Brother Richard III, depoſed and kil- 
led Edward V, and his Brother, by ſtifling them 
in a Bed, tho' he had terrible Horrours after it; 
and Henry VII, killed him at Boſworth Field ; 
and as the Carcaſe of a Sheep 1s carried croſs a 
Horſe, ſo King Richard was carried with the ut- 
moſt Contempt; and alſo Henry VII, ended in 
the Scotch Line of King James, his Son Henry 
VIII, and three Grand-Children, King Edward I, 
deen Mary, and Queen Elizabeth dying Child- 
leſs. And as it was thought King 7ames I, was 
ſomewhat Cruel to his Son Prince Henry; ſo it 
was rumoured that King Charles Ps Favourite 
the Duke of Buckingham, occaſioned King Fames's 
Death by ſome Emplaiſters applied to his Wriſt's 
when Sick : And the Death of his Son King 
Charles I, is notoriouſly known, tho* how acceſ- 
ſary he was to the Iriſb Maſſacre, wherein were 
Murdered about One Hundred Thouſand Pro- 
teſtants, by moſt barbarous and inhumane Death. 
And King Charles II confeſſed, that the Earl of 
Antrim, who acted in that Rebellion, had his 
Father's Commiſſion; and King Charles II, whoſe 
Death was attempted by the Popiſh Plot, was 
thought to be finiſhed by a Spaniſo Fig ; and 
4 Dr. Betts 
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Dr. Betts his Phyſician though a Papiſt, thought 
he had not a fair Death. And King James his 
Brother died in Baniſhment 3; and as for the 
Pretender, I will add when I was in Portugal, 
when King James II Reigned, before he was 
Born, the Portoguezes told us often, that though 
we had a great Dependance on the two Proteſt- 
ant Princeſſes, Mary of Orange, and Anne of 
Denmark ; yet they were well aſſured by the La- 
dy of Loretio, King Fames's Queen would have 
a Son ; and it is notoriouſly known though there 
were Affidavits made in Chancery of the Queen's 
Delivery; yet none were made of either of the 
Princeſſes neareſt Relations to the Crown, which 
on ſuch Occaſion were always preſent, to be 
with her. And King Philip II, Husband to 

ueen Mary, though a zealous Papiſt, yet 
when the Papiſts would have trumped up an Heir 
to prevent Queen Elizabeth's coming fo the 
Crown; and they made verſes on that Occaſion 
onthe Cradle they provided, yet tho* the Exgliſb 
were willing ro be impoſed, yet he would not have 
his own Hereditary Kingdoms; but watched and 
prevented their Deſigns, and by that means oc- 
caſioned accidentally the Preſervation of Queen 
Elizabeth, whom he deſigned to marry ; and ſo he 
intfoduced the Proteſtant Religion: And I cannot 
omir the Providence of God in ſtill continuing it, 
though King James II, did make all the haſte 
to root it out, but more haſte then good ſpeed, 
all his Deſigns proving Abortive. And King 
James I, though in his aſilicon Doron to his 
Son Charles, adviſed him not to marry with a 
Papiſt, yet before he died endeavoured it with 
Spain; and though it was detected, yet was ſo 
void of underſtanding to Act that which all 
other Princes and even his own Subjects would 


not, to ſend his only Son to Spain; that his 
4 | _ Jeſter 
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Jeſter ridiculed him by telling him, if his Son 

returned, would blot out his Name, and put in 
the King of Spain's 3 and though he had warning, 
would joyn Affinity with Abab; and as good 
Feboſhaphat expoſed his Perſon, 1 Kings xxii. 32. 
ſo his Son by marrying Athaliah Daughter of 
Ahab, 1 Kings vin. 18; and his Grandſon Aba- 
ziah, by marrying into the ſame Family, 1 Kings 
vil. 26; had probably put an End to his Fami- 
ly, had not the Providence of God by good 
Febojada, preſerved the royal Line by a Son, 
who afterwards ungratefully put his Son to 
Death; ſo King Famess Family took the ſame 
Methods: And yet it is remarkable that though 
King James I, deſerted his Son in Law Frederick 
the Elector Palatine, when the Engliſh would 
have aſſiſted him ; but to gratify the Spaniards, 
and Popiſh Party deferred him, as the Prophet 

faid to the King of Mael, 1 Kings xx. 42. when he 
fpared the King of Syria, thy Life ſhall go for 

his; ſo King Famess Kingdom for the Palatinate, 
ſo one of the Palatinate Deſcendants ſhould in- 
herit his Kingdoms; and gave the Engliſh Na- 
tion an Opportunity to Fix the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion by Law, that neither the Kings Gover- 
ning, nor their Relations can inherit the Crown. 
And I cannot omit that though in the 1ri/þ Maſ- 
facre, the former Kings as before favoured the 
Iriſh; yet God raiſed a Scourge for them by 
Cromwel, to avenge their Blood to be their Phle- 
botomiſt to deſtroy and exterminate them; par- 
ticularly ar firſt, at the Siege of Drogheda, where 
Sir WVilliam Aſton an old Commander, who had a 
Garriſon of Three Thouſand old veteran Soldi- 
ers, and defied Cromwell ; yet he 'made a Breach 
in their Walls, and entred himſelf firſt with 
Sword in Hand, and put them all to the Sword; 
and afterwards having conquered them, decima- 
Et ted 
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ted them, and ſent them Slaves to the Veſt. 
Indies; and as in covetous Craſſuss Throat, they 
poured down melted Gold, ſay ing Aurum fitiiſtt, 
Aurum bib: , ſo theſe Blood thirſty Men, had 
Blood to Drink ; and having had more fince in 
King William's Reign, that they are wholly ſub- 
dued, though too much fayoured conſidering their 
Inſolences. . 

I will add in reference to King James I, That 
as he was Irreligious and Unnatural, he was alſo 
very Deceitful; for bringing out of Scotland a 
particular Favourite Carr, whom he made Earl of 
Somerſet ; and he having a very laſcivious Con- 
verſation with the Wife of the Farl of Eſſex, af- 
terwards General of the Parliament Army, was 
dehorted from it by his intimate Friend Sir Thomas 
Overbury, a Gentleman of great Integrity and 
Ingenuity, as appears by his Characters; ſo 
the Counteſs of Eſſex being enraged by it, like 
Herodias to Herod againſt John the Baptiſt ; ſo ſhe 
inſtigated and incenſed Carr, to get King James 
to impriſon him in the Tower, when ſhe could 
not be rid of him by ſending him to Ruſſia, as 
Envoy. And Carr by his Intereſt with the King 
being courted by all, prevailed with Sir Gervace | 
Elways, then Lieutenant of the Tower, and Tur- 
ner, and Others, to give Overbury Poiſon, that 
did not immediately kill him; but like Fob to 
break out in Boils and Sores, and at laſt to kill 
him ; which being proved againſt them, Sir Ger- 
vace and the Reſt were Executed, and confeſſed 
the Fact, and Carr being convicted as Acceſſo- 
ry, applied perſonally to the King to pardon him: 
And though the King entertained him with his 
former laſcivious Dalliances, yet told him that 
as the Lord Chief Juſtice Cooke had condemned 
' him, he could not he 5 him; yet Carr was no ſoon- 


departed from him, but he ſaid the Deel go with 
thee,

thee ; and though he connived at the Execution 
of him, yet Divine Vengeance attended. him: 
for though through his Intereſt before with that 
King, had procured ſome of the Biſhops (not the 
Parliament, who would never permit it) by the 
Inſpection of Women to aſſert her Chaſtity, and 
reflect on the Earl of Ee s Ability, as being an 
abler Soldier than a Husband, ſo was Divorced 
and married to Carr; though good, but unfor- 
tunate Archbiſhop Abbot, was againſt it; yet as 
ſuch unlawful Coitions ſeldom continue to ingage 
Affections, they afterwards abhorred one ano- 
ther, and thoſe Parts ſhe had offended with, rot- 
ted away, and died miſerably ; though ſhe was 
the Grandmother of that worthy Patriot, and 
died a Confeſſor for it's Liberty, the good L.ord 
Ruſſel, like good - Hezekiah, who ſucceeded ' a 
wicked Father Abax. And on this Account 
I will add what Platina, (I think alſo Sir Paul 
Ricaut) reports, in the Lives of the Popes, of one 
of them, that Per Eandem Partem per Quam Recefit 
Animam emiſit, his Life went out by the ſame 
Part he received it, taking Anima for Life, not 
for Soul, for elſe it is falſe Divinity; and fo 
the Hebrew Word Nepheſh is taken in both Senſes, 
And I remember in my Reſidence at Lisbon, a 
Prieſt in his Vehemency in the Act of Sin, broke 
a Vein, and expited by Profuſion of Blood, by 
that Member that offended. | | 
And I will add in Reference to Murder, what 

I have read in our Law Books formerly of a 
Perſon at Shrewsbury Aſſizes, proſecuted for ſome 
Crimes, in which I think was a Complication of 
Murder; but having ſome Circumſtances to 
qualify it, had the Liberty of Clergy, arid 
tho' ſufficiently learned, yet could not read the 
Latin Verſe aſſigned him, though prompred 
and aſſiſted by the Ordinary, but confeffed 
D that 
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that it was covered with Blood, and I think 
was hanged. And I have heard the Reverſe of 
a Woman at Oxford, condemned and hanged 
for a Baſtard Child, which lhe to the laſt denied ; 
and when hanging for it, they uſed all Methods 
to diſpatch her, & pulling her by the Feet, and 
knocking her Breaſt, yet ſtill ſurvived ; ſo they 
cut her down, and ſhe was pardoned, and lived 
ſeveral Years in Oxford, and had Children. 

I ſhall add on this Occaſion, of the Benefit of 
Clergy firſt being introduced in the Time 
of Popery, on Account of their Ignorance : 
That it a Perſon underſtood Latin, to make him 
a Prieſt, for they were ſuch Ignoramuſes, that 
when ſome of their Prieſts were to conſecrate the 
Hoſt by thoſe Words, Hoc eft Corpus Meum, 
(this is my Body,) to ſay Hocus Pocus, which 
we now apply to Jugglers, or Perſons, that uſe 
legerdemain Tricks; ſo that if they did not Ce- 
lebrate their Maſs, Submiſſa Voce, with a low 
Voice, their Ignorance would appear: And 
though they deny the Laiety, the uſe of the 
Chalice, or Wine, in that Ordinance, (which I 
think they do to the King of France,) yet the 
Prieſt then takes it liberally. And I remember 
in Portugal, when I was diſpatching at the Cuſ- 
tom Houſe ſome Glaſs Bottles from Briftol ; a 
Prieſt came to me, deliring I would give him 
a Pint Bottle, and I asking what would uſe ir 
for , replied ro pour into it what Wine re- 
mained in the Chalice to refreſh himſelf at other 
Times, which I being a ſtranger confeſſed it, 
which he would have concealed from his own Coun- 
trey-men 3 and though it was Sacred, and thought 
it his Saviour's Blood, yet could drink his own 
Health in it. And thovgh the Prieſts in France, 


and other Poplſh Countries, may be more lear- 


ned ; yet their Seculars are generally worſe then 
their 
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their Regulars, and very Ignorant, their Maxim 
being Ignorance to be the Mother of Devotion, 
ſo they make the People; that I have ſeen on 
a Lord's Day, a Jeſuit ſtanding on a Joint- 
Stool in the Street, and his Topick or Point be- 
ing about the great Neceſſity of Confeſſion, 
and having a Mobb of Boys about him, told- 
a Story of a Woman confeſſing, but concealing 
her main Crime, her Confeſſor had ſuch a Di- 
vine Indication of her Prevarication, by a ſwarm 
of Devils about her Mouth, to tell her ſhe was 
not ſincere ; and urging it to her, ſhe at laſt 
confeſſed it, and immediately the Devils diſap- 
peared, Riſum Teneatis ? who can forbear laugh- 
ing? And I will obſerve, though they affirm- 
ed there is no Salvation out of their Church, 
yet by their own Tenets in the Council of 
Trent, they aſſert that the Vertue or Efficacy 
of their Sacraments, depend on the Intentions 
of the Perſon when performing them ; ſo if he 
being not ſincere, or if he be ſincere, yet if 
the Biſhop that ordained him had no Intention 
to do it, it is all invalid ; and it is the ſame 
for all ſuperiour Orders, and ſo the poor Souls 
muſt go to Hell. And as a Confirmation in 
Matter of Fact: I remember at Coimbra the 
Chief Univerſity in Portugal, a publick Profeſ- 
ſor in that Place, being convicted of Judaiſin 
was Burnt, and confeſſed had never any Reſ- 
pect to it, but to Ridicule it: ſo in what a la- 
mentable Condition were they, that were under 
his Care! And I remember a memorable In- 
ſtance of their indolency in their Worſhip : 
That when in Company with Dr. Geddes, (Fa- 
ther to Captain Geddes, now a Commander of a 
Man of War,) going from Lisbon to Porto, to 
a Wedding; we paſſed through a little City 


called Liria, and viewing the Curioſities of that 
| D 2 Place, 
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Place, went to an old Caſtle; and having a 
Prieſt in our Company of that Place to inform 
us, ſaw on the Portal the Body of a Woman, 
having her Head detruncated from her Body, 
enquired of the Prieſt the Occaſion of it; who 
told us it was the Body of Venus, a Heathen 
Goddeſs: And for it's Confirmation explained 
ſome Latin Words then remaining Legible, 
Quando ad Veneris Templum, underſtanding Yene- 
715 the genitive Caſe of Venus; whereas we could 
by ſome broken ſubſequent Letters in other 
Words to diſtinguiſh, Veneris was a Verb to be 
taken in a Religious Senſe, for the [mage of the 
Virgin Mary; but thought not fit to undeceive, 
leaſt ſhould continue Adoration. And I remem- 
ber at another Place called Pombal, we were pre- 
ſented with the Sight of an artificial Oven, in 
which they pretended to Bake miraculouſly ; 
and they really introduce Heatheniſh Worſhip un- 
der pretence of Chriſtianity, as Mr. Mead hath 
irrefragably proved; for whereas our Tranſla- 
tors render that Place, 1 Tim. iv. 1. Didaſcalia 
Daimoniin, in the active Senſe, Doctrine of De- 
vils ; it ought to be taken paſſively for Daimo- 
nologia, Doctrine concerning Demons or Devils ; 
for as the [leath-ns believed the Demons were 
employed between the. Gods and Men, as An- 
gels: So the Papiſts by their Worſhipping of 
Saints and Angels, did but as Voſſius juſtly 
Terms it, Gentilicia Sanctiſicaſſe, uſe Heatheniſh 
Worſhip, whilſt precended to be Chriſtians. And 
when I was at Lisbon, Mr. Lane an Acquaintance 
in Lumbard-ſtreet, ſent me two Pictures of Venus 
and Adonis, and they admitting Religious Pic- 
tures Cuſtom-tree, I was at a loſs how to diſpatch 
them; hut having a Caſhier, Son to an Engliſh- 
Man, but a Roman-Catholick, and acquainting 
him wich it, but he having been formerly in 

England, 
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England, and not much bigotted, bid me be 
eaſy, and when they were preſented to the old 
Judge of the Cuſtom-Houſe, who putting on 
his Spectacles to view them ſaid, he had never 
ſen fach naked Saints in his Life; my Servant 
wittily and wiliely replied, they were the Re- 
preſentatives of our firſt Parents, Adam and 
Eve in Paradice, who being in a State of Inno- 
cency were ſo there; but I could not ſatisfy my- 
ſelf to Sell them; but returned them. I will add: 
their Ignorance is ſo great, that they only under- 
ſtand the Latin Tongue, for when you ſpeak 
any thing they do not underſtand, they ſay it is 
Falar Grego, you ſpeak Greek, as we ſay Gib- 
beriſh'; and if they knew any to underſtand 
Hebrew, it was ſufficient to denominate him a 
Few. 51 

But to return to what I have before related 
to my ſelf : I will not omit an Opportunity God 
gave me to ſerve others in that Place. Some 
French Merchants, particularly Mr. Jean Yiette 
a Rocheller, who falling Sick of a languiſhing 
Diarrhea, which was both ſharp and painful by 
an Excoriation of his Inteſtines, and making me 
his Executor; and when dying to add to his Diſ- 
temper of Body, the Trouble of his Spirit, the 
French Capuchins there viſiting him, I did what 1 
could to divert them, by keeping them out of the 
Houſe ; but they being aſſiſted with Soldiers from 
the Prince of Portugal then Governing, I was ob- 
liged to retire, yet left a Poteſtant French Sea- 
man under his Bed concealed to aſſiſt him if they 
offered any Violence to him, and to hear what 
they ſaid, and had precautioned him not to diſ- 
compoſe himſelf by ſpeaking much, leaſt it 
ſhould affect his Head. But they uſing ſeveral 
Arguments in favour of their Worſhip, yet he 

e though 
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though under extream Weakneſs by dying Pang; 
and Pains, exerted himſelf, and baffled all they 
ſaid; and ſo they having Recourſe to their old 
Method of Anathema's and direful Denuncia- 
tions, told him the Devil was ready to receive his 
Soul: But he reſolutly replied, when they were 
departed, Hell and all the infernal Crew would 
likewiſe, and died like a Confeſſor or a Martyr ; 
and I had only Time to ſee him expire, to cloſe 
his Eyes, and with the Seaman to ſhift him, put 
his Corps in a Sugar-Cheſt, and Tee him buried 
in an open Field, where the Engliſb then buried, 
the Portyguezes not permitting us in their Churches, 
as being Hereticks, ( as ſome of our bigotted 
Churchmen have denied Diſſenters in their Church- 
yards.) And as Abraham deſired a ſeparate 
Place for himſelf and Family, that they might 
not mix their Bones with the curſed Canaanites, fol 
account it a Privilege not to mix with theirs; and 
on that account I knew one Mr. Cooke, an Engliſh 
Merchant, that died in the Braails, to bury 
his Corps in a Dunghil, as the Papiſts did Peter 
Martyr's Wife in Queen Mary's Reign at Cam- 
bridge, by taking her up out of the Grave ſhe 
was buried in, in King Edward's Time, and put 
it in a Dunghil, as the Poet faith, nec mors mibi 
finiet iras, even Death could not put an end to 
their Rage and Hatred ; though ſince I came 
from thence, I think they have permitted a Place 
incloſed to the Eng/i/h, I will not omit one Me- 
- morial of the before-mentioned Mr. Viette : He 
was a ftrict Obſerver of Chriſtmaſi-Day, that 

when I once vilited him on that Day, he did not 
admit any Viſits ; yet out of Reſpect to me, 

and that we might employ it in ſuitable Diſcourſe, 

he did. And on this Occaſion I will only ob- 

ferve, that though the Sabbath hath a Divine 


Morality, yet ather Days may have an Acci- 
dental; 
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dental; for, as the Apoſtle, Rom. xiv. 6. He 
that regardeth the Day, regardeib it to the Lord, and 
he that regardeth not the Day, to the Lord doth not 
regard it. So none ſhould be cenſured on that 
account, if they do it conſcientiouſly ; but Peo- 
ple muſt not out of Superſtition be more ſtrict 
to obſerve any Day, no not Chriſtmas-Day 
like the Sabbath ; though I have heard Biſhop 
Crofts in the Cathedral complain, ſome People 
made it a Bacchanalian Feaſt, as ſome have 
more ſuperſtitiouſly done. And I have heard 
at Lisbon, the publick Whores on Good-Friday 
were very honeſt; and yet I have read, (I 
think) Marulla reports that at Rome, though 
they allowed publick Stews, yet would admit 
none, except firſt baptized Chriſtians |! 
But to return to what I have mentioned of 
aſſiſting the French Merchants, when ſome Years 
after the Edict of Nantz was vacated by the pre- 
ſent French King's Great Grandfather : As in 
France, ſo in other Popiſh Countries, they per- 
mitted the Perſecution of the French Proteſtants ; 
and I being then at Lisbon, the French Ambaſſa- 
dor ſent to thoſe of that Nation reſiding there 
(I think) on a Thurſday, and acquainted them 
what had paſſed in France, and that the King ex- 
pected the ſame Conformity there, and that they 
ſhould attend Maſs the following Sabbath; which 
being a ſudden and unexpected Surprizal, and 
they having no publick Refuge, the Lord Fanſbau 
being gone, and the Dutch Reſident being fear- 
ful of the French King's Reſentments, did nor 
patronize them : Some of them reſorted to me, 
and I gave them the beſt Aſſiſtance I could in 
my private Capacity in my Houſe, but could 
not conceal them long, my Servants being all 
Papiſts ; and knowing there were ſeveral Ships in 
the River bound for England, and other Parts, 
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to further their Eſcape : But for their preſeny 
Safeguard, I went to Captain Prieftman, Com- 
mander of the Bonadventure Man of War, then 
in the River, who lay Aſhore indiſpoſed with the 
Gout near my Houſe, to repreſent their Circum- 
ſtances, and to permit the e of his Ship 
till the Ships departed, and would ſend them 
Proviſions daily. But he, Tros Tyriufve, neither 
regarding Proteſtants or Papiſts, ſlighted the Pro- 
poſal: So giving the French an Account of what 
had paſſed, Ten of them in the beft Circum- 
ſtances deſired me to make the beſt Terms I 
could, and with much Difficulty, though they 
were to remain but a few Days Aboard, agreed 
and paid him Two hundred Pieces of Eight; 
but others not being able to raiſe that ' Sum, 
were in a great Conſternation. I told them I 
had directed the Captain to ſend his Long-boat 
to a certain private Creek in the River in the 
Night, where thoſe I had agreed for were to be 
received; and though I had not Liberty to ſend 
others, however if the Boatſwain did not refuſe 
them, ſhould embrace the Opportunity of Pro- 
vidence that offered, and as no doubt they aſſiſt- 
ed one another, and he not knowing the Num- 
ber to be taken in, received them all, and I ſent 
them daily Proviſions, But the Captain next 
Morning ſent for me, and reviled me for ha- 
ving dealt fallaciouſly, by ſending more than 1 
agreed ; and if I would not pay for them, he 
would ſend them Aſhore: And though I vindi- 
rated my ſelf, by aſſuring him I was not with 
them, nor any from me, when they went Aboard, 
nor had ſent any Order about it, and though he 
was a very imperious and paſhonate Man, I then 
reſolutely aſſured him, that as they were under 
the King of £Ang/and's Protection, yet though 
the Poriugueze' were zealous Papiſts, and hated 
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their, Religion, yet they 4 valued themſelves 
on their. Punctilio's of Honour, and would hiſs. 
him if he did ſend them Aſhore; ſo finding him- 
ſelf in a Labyrinth, ſubmitted. But the great 
Difficulty was to get them Aboard. when the 
Ships were departing, as being well apprized the 
Captain, would create, all the Trouble poſſible : 
As he did, by ſending me a Meſſage to take 
care of them; but I went and told him to per- 
fect his Protectiop, he muſt ſend them in his 
Long- boat with his Flag up till they were out 
of the Command of the Caſtles in the River, 
being about three Leagues, and I would gratify 
the Seamen; and he finding no Remedy, com- 
plied. And others I put Aboard other Ships, 
and uſed the beſt Precautions, by putting them 
in Cabbins, where they might have a Conveniency 
to breath a few Hours till out of Danger, by 
covering them with Lisbon Salt, a great Commo- 
dity in that Country: and it ſucceeded through 
Providence accordingly. They all got ſafe to 
their deſigned Ports, like St. Paul's Company, 
when caſt on the Iſland of Malta; which reminds 
me of what I have read in the Hiſtory, of the 
Pariſian Maſſacre, of ſome that got through a 
narrow Paſlage to a private Place; ſo that when 
the Murderers purſued them in oo Houſe, God 
ſo ordered it by his Providence that a Spider had 
weaved a Web over the Paſſage; and ſo they ap- 
rehending none there, omitted Searching. As 
have read ſeveral ſuch Deliverances in Fox's 
Book of Martyrs, both in England and Abroad, 
God hath afforded his ſuffering Servants ; ſo I 
remember to have read in the Primitive Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Hiſtory, when the Arians purſued Atha- 
naſius by Water, and he being in a Boat before 
them, they asked him if he hae ſeen Athanafi 15 3 
he r he is hefore you, and they ſuppoſing 


. 
he was at ſome Diſtance, paſſed by him, and ſo 
he eſcaped. n 

And though what I have related ſeems foreign 
to the Narrative of my Father's Life, yet it de- 
monſt rates the Providence of God to me on that 
account after his Death Abroad; yet I alſo ex- 

perienced it after I came to England, as to Rela- 
tions, eſpecially in the Diſpoſal of my Daughter; 
that as I had aſſiſted in my ſmall Capacity the 

Perſecuted Abroad, ſo God ordered it by his 
Providence ( though I had other Propoſals) that 
I ſhould marry her into a Family, whoſe An- 
ceſtors, like Abraham, leaving their native Coun- 
try Flanders, in the moſt cruel Perſecution of the 
Duke D' Alva, as Confeſſors for the Reformed 
Religion, fled to England ; ſo God owned them, 
like Abraham's Poſterity in Canaan, to proſper 
here in more advanced Stations, and ſome of 
them ſignalized it; as particularly Alderman 
Du-Cane, the worthy Grandfather of the preſent 
Survivor, in the ſame Houſe where he now re- 
ſides, who alone of his Quality, in the Heart of 
the City, dedicated and conſecrated his Houſe a 
little Church for Publick Worſhip for that Man 
of Prayer the Reverend Mr. Watfon, formerly 
Miniſter of Stephen's Walbrook, in the fierceſt 
Perſecution of Diſſenters above ſixty Years ago, 

as I was Eye-witneſs ; little imagining I ſhould 
have a Daughter forty Years after ſettled in that 

Family: So I may ſay of him as St. Paul faith 
of Timothy : I know no Man like-minded (except 
the Counteſs of Exeter in Little Britain patro- 
nized Dr. Zacomb ; ) fo my Father, though in an 

3 inferiour Station, did in the Country at the ſame 

| time; ſo the Grandfathers both by Affinity and 

| Conſanguinity did own a perſecuted Intereſt. ' I 
will add, though this Narrative hath not the 


Embelliſhments nor Advantages it might _m 
a 
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had ſooner, on account of my great Age, be- 
ing born January 23. 1650-1. and by better 
Hands, may be an Apology for its many Defects, 
yet I will ſubjoin ſome Reaſons for its late Pub- 
lication. 

1. Rather late than never, yet I am not with - 
out Examples (ſome I mentioned before) yet 
I have one in England much ſymbolizing with my 
Father's. Mr. Ignatius Fourdan of Exeter, who 
was a Trader and a Magiſtrate, as my Father at 
Hereford ; yet being eminent for his great A ſſu- 
rance, his Life was publiſhed ſome time after his 
Death ; as alſo Mr. Bury's Wife's Life ; and 
Mr. Tong Mr. Henry's Life, in which ſome things 
of my firſt Wife, who died March 29. 1714. 
are mentioned, to which I may add more. 

2. Some of the Family, by Miſ-condu& in 
their worldly Affairs, though not by Immorali- 
ties, having (I believe) the Root of the Matter, 
like Job xix. 28; and particularly my Siſter, who 
having the Advantage of being under my Fa- 
ther's Inſpection during his Life, was ſo verſed in 


the Scriptures, that ſne had them ad unguem; that 


ſhe had a Concordance in her Head; that ſhe 
could on any occaſion apply a ſuitable Place, 
and mention-the Book and Chapter ; and I have 
heard when once going down in the Coach with 
(I think) a Doctor of Divinity, and a Contro- 
verſy occurring, ſhe baffled him. And after- 
wards dying of a Cancer in her Breaſt, contract- 


ed by a Blow, in attending my Brother's Affairs 


in London, though diſabled her from Action; 
yet God alleviated it, that it was not attended 
with that Offenſiveneſs, and thoſe dreadful Symp- 
toms which it did my Brother's Wife ; and in 


her dying Hours, when her Nurſe offered her 


ſome Cordials, ſhe refuſed them, affirming ſhe 


had the Proſpect of more comfortable ones ap- 
proaching, 
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proaching, as my Father before. And though I 
would not reflect on the Memory of the Dead, for, 
de mortuis & abſentibus nil niſi bonum, yet I think if 
my Brother had followed hers and others Advice, 
that at leaſt One Thouſand Pounds ſpent, might 
have been better employed than it was. But the 
Men of the World are wiſer in their Generation 
than the Children of Light, as our Saviour ob- 
ſerves, Luke xvi. 8. yet God provided for him, 
that what Debts he had contracted when a Wi- 
dower, either in his Wife's Life, or his own, I 
have diſcharged ; and though I could not erect 
a Monument for my Father on his Grave on their 
account, I do leave this to his Memory, though 
fo long dead. 

3, But the principal and particular Reaſon, 
(as intimated before) to recommend to his Great 
Grand- children on their Mother's ſide, that they 
were not degraded by him, however by others ; 
and theſe Collections I have drawn up, hath been 
with reſpect to them. And I have endeavoured 
to moralize common things for the Improvement 
of their Judgement, and to Evangelize others for 
their Practice; and it being the beſt and laſt 
Legacy I could bequeath them, if it anſwer my 
Deſign, with God's Bleſſing I ſhall add my poor 
Petitions daily, that it may be ſucceeded, And 
though I am ſenſible there 1s few living in that 
City perſonally acquainted with him, yet ſeveral 
now ſurviving, who have heard ſome of the Mat- 
ters of Fact before-mentioned, would confirm 
them by their Atteſtations, if deſired, 

I will only add, that as he was conſcientious in 
the practical Part of the firſt and ſecond Table- 
Duties, as our Saviour ſaith, Matibew vii. 16. 
By their Fruits ye ſhall know them ;, ſo he alſo ex- 
preſſed them in his Principles, by always at- 
tending and encouraging ſuch Miniſters as he Judg: 

e 
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ed moſt Orthodox, by repreſenting the Evil of 
Sin both otiginal and actual; and ſo by Convic- 
tion to ſnew the Neceſſity of a Redeemer the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, to ſuffer in their Place and for their 
Benefit; and being a great Antii-Arian and So- 
cinian, he adored the wonderful Love of God to 
accept of a Mediatour between himſelf and Man, 
when paſſed by thoſe once glorious Angels, and 
that by the hypoſtatical Union of the Divine and 
Humane Natures, was capable to anſwer all the 
Demands of Divine Juſtice ; and he judged the 
Errours on that account was, that there was 
not a ſuitable Conſideration of the great Conde- 
{cenſion and Neceſſity of Chriſt's ſubmitting to 
the meaneſt Debaſure of the humane Nature in 
natural, though not ſinful Infirmities ; ſo as to 
weep, ſigh, groan, and ſuffer Hunger and Thirſt, 
that he might have a ſympathizing Senſe of Man's 
Weakneſs, and ſo have a Fellowſhip with us, 
Hebrews iv. 15. and though not to have a Place 
to lay his Head in, and to receive Supplies from 
others. And on that account the Socinians are 
worſe than the Arians, who though they deny 
the Satisfaction of Chriſt, yet allow him divine 
Adoration ; when the Arians, though they grant 
him to be Homoiouſios, tho* not Homoouſius, of the 
ſame Subſtance with the Father, deny it: How- 
ever, my Father thought it was too curious, like 
the Beth/hemites, looking into the Ark, 1 Samuel 
XVI. 19. to diſtinguiſh the modus ſubſiſtendi, of the 
Three Perſons in the Holy Trinty. And indeed 
it is ſtrange (1 think) when in the Mathematicks 
there is ſeveral things certain, yet not demo- 
ſtrable; as the Quadrature of a Circle, nor the 
Longitude, though there is a Diviſion from Eaſt 
to Weſt, as there is in the Latitude from North 
to South. And though a practical Chriſtian him- 
ſelf, like St, Paul, Philip. iii. 6, blameleſs, yer 
g . always 
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always depending and encouraging others on all 
Occaſions to ſeek for the Aſſiſtance of the Ho- 
ly Spirit; and as in Nature, we are receiving 
new Life every Moment, much more in Super- 
naturals, not only the Primo-primi Concurſus, but 
in oppoſition to the Semi-Pelagians in General, 
but in every particular Act by the Rule, a Qua- 
tenus ad Omne; and always oppoſed any Tenets 
that tended like the Nrcolaitans to Libertiniſm, 
and thought that though the Law would not be 
the ſame Rule of Judgement to all, yet it was 
a Rule of Life to all, both good and bad. And 
I remember when a Perſon like a Popiſh Hermit, 
went about the Country to engage in private 
Duties of Religion, and coming to my Father, 
he asked him about his Circumſtances, and fin- 
ding he was a Weaver, and had a Family, did 
ſharply reprove him ; and told him he was un- 
der a Satanical Deluſion, and ſhould attend his 
particular Duties. 

And as there is a Controverſy amongſt the 
Reformed, between the Supralapſarians and Sub- 
lapſarians, though all things to God are Semel 
et Simul, by a Prolepſis, a Figure common in 
Scripture, all future and preſent alike; yet ac- 
cording to the Diſt inction of Time with us, he 
thought the Sublapſarians ſeemed moſt Ra- 
tional, ſince Non Entium nulla ſunt Predicata, 
when they were not ſubſiſting. And Calvin 
ſeemed to be of that Opinion, whoſe Style as 
it was the moſt florid for Latin, Bolſeus though 
a Pa piſt, ſaid the Devil taught him; and eſteem- 
ed his Works and Zanchies, above any of the re- 


formed Divines. 
And I will add on this Occaſion, That though 


the Papiſts repreſented Calviniſm, to be an un- 
comfortable Doctrine or Opinion affirming, Spi- 


ritus Calvinianus eſſe Spiritus Melancholicus; yet 
as 


T 

as having evident Proofs to the contrary in 
Father and Mother; ſo alſo had a memorable 
Inſtance in Biſhop Atberton, executed for Beſtiali- 
ty in Ireland, who formerly had been a high 
Arminian, yet afterwards being an eminent Peni- 
tent, and ſenſible of God's Grace in pardoning 
him, was a zealous Calviniſt; that when was 
going to be Executed, and the Sheriff being a 
Papiſt, inſulted him; he very calmly but com- 
fortably ſeeing the Gallows on an Eminency, 
told him it was to him like Mount Calvary, to 
further his Paſſage to Heaven. And I remem- 
ber more lately, Mr. Nathaniel! Mather, a Na- 
tive of Old, but educated in New-England, Paſ- 
tor of a Congregation in this City, a moſt ſtri& 
Calviniſt, and reproached as too much for legal 
Preaching ; yet _— his Delivery was not 
with much Pathos or Fervency, yet his Expreſ- 
fions were ſo poinant in Conviction of Sin, that 
like Felix under Paul, would make the moſt 
obdurate Souls to Tremble, his Words diſti]- 
ling as the Dew, Deut. xxxii. 2. and dropping 
as the Rain, and died with the greateſt Pleropho- 
ry and Fulneſs of Aſſurance. 

But to return to my Father's Narrative, though 
Nemo ſine Crimine Vivit, all Sinners, but even in 
the Patriarchal Age, Noah, Abraham, Lot; and 
though Bonum Oritur ex Iniegris, it is our Dut 
to be univerſally Good, yet as God is pleaſed 
through Chriſt's active and paſſive Obedience, 
(though ſome have different Opinions, ) and 
with Dr. Feath, including his or Righte- 
ouſneſs to accept of Sincerity for Perfection, as 
Perfectio Partium, though non Graduum, ſo he 
was in the general Part of his Life ; and as Shem 
and Japhetb, vail'd their Fathers nakedneſs, Gen. 
ix. 23. ſo it is the Duty of Others. And I have 
reflected on St. Auſtin, who in his Confeſſions 


mentions 
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Mentions the Tippling of his good Mother Moni- 
ca, when ſhe was ſo much concerned for: his 
Converſion, that her Prayers and Tears were ſo 
fervent, like Jacob with the Angel, Gen. xxx. 
26. not to deſiſt; that Ambroſe told her, Non 
Poteſt ut Filius tantarum Lac hrymarum Periret, it 
Was impoſſible a Son of ſo many Tears ſhould 
Periſh ; and God anſwered them; as James v. 16. 
the Prayers of the Righteous prevail much, 
'that yet he ſhould expoſe her Infirmities. 
I ſhall add to what; may have been mentioned 
of my firſt Wife, that as ſhe was deſcended of 
Religious Parents, her Father Colonel Thomas 
Read, was ſo Eminent; that after the Scots were 
defeated at Dunbar, he remained and was Gover- 
nour of Sterling Caſtle, the chiefeſt Place of 
Strength. And when General Monk eame from 
thence, before King Charless Return, was next 
if not the chiefeſt Commanding Officer; and 
had ſuch an Intereſt in the Army, that the Ge- 
neral could not have prevailed with them to come 
to England, without his Concurrenee, being no- 
ted for a Perſon of Integrity; but Monk pre- 
tending he would ride up to his Horſe's Bridle in 
Blood, before he would Deſert the Common— 
wealth's Intereſt, and took the Oaths according- 
ly ; yet when he came to England, though it was 
thought deſigned to advance himſelf as Chief, 
but finding he could not attain it, joyned with 
the Royaliſts ; yet the Colonel, being a Man of 
Principles and Integrity, though offered any 
command he could deſire, particularly to be 
Lieutenant of the Tower, yet was ſo attached to 
the Intereſt he thought of his Country, refuſed 
them, and called his Regiment together on 
Tower-Hill, and laid down his Commiſſion, to 
the Grief of the Soldiers, and retired to a pri- 


vate Life: However was ſo affected to fee = 
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old Cauſe deſerted, that he had in many Battles 
fought for, that in two Years Time it put a 
Period to his Life, though not above Fifty Years 
Old ; yet being a very Religious Man often 
ſaid when dying, with an intrepid Reſolution 
like a Soldier, and a good Chriſtian, he could 
comfortably look Death in the Face, as his Son 
Mr. Samuel Reade, hath ſaid in my hearing. 

As Scotland now, ſo formerly before King 
Charless Reſtoration fent Repreſentatives to the 
Engliſh Parliament; that tho* an Engliſhman, he 
was ſo beloved as to be choſen a Repreſentative, 

oſſibly for Sterling, where he was Governour of 


Sterling Caſtle. 
I will add, that as the Colonel was born at 


Wikford in Eſſex, where the Family have ſubſiſ- 
ted for above Two Hundred Years in the Male 
Line, and ſtill do in the Perſon of Samuel Reade 
of Hackney Eſq; yet though under Thirty Years 
of Age, when the Civil Wars began, and the 
Earl of Warwick, engaged for the Parliament, 
the. Colonel was ſo eminent for Complaiſance and 
Conduct, that the Earl gave him a Commiſſion 
for a Captain ; and was ſo beloved and reſpec- 
ted, that raiſed a Company compoſed of Gentle- 
men Voluntiers, and not per Saltum, but gradu- 
ally by Merit paſſed through all Offices, as Ma- 
Jor, till was made Colonel, and continued ro the 
end of his Life in the ſame Sentiments 3 though 
Monk when dying, with horrour expired, telling 
Mr. $:ukely a Miniſter, that he was going to Hell 
for betraying the Intereſt of his Country. 

I will only add, that his Son both as a Friend 
and kind Brother-in-law, for above Forty Six 
Years, as I have mentioned ſomething before, 
was my faithful Achates both in England, and 
in Portugal, being but two Days my Senior; ſo 
was a Father to his Siſters Family, after her 


firſt Mr. Raulins's Death, by advancing conſi- 
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derable Summs for their Benefit to his own pre- 
judice, and aſſiſted ſeveral poor Relations on his 
Mother's ſide; and though ſometime through 
weakneſs when Sick, expreſſing himſelf unſuit- 
ably, yet gave Evidence to his Son when dying, 
that he had a Senſe of his Circumſtances, and 
dyed in a very compoſed frame Novem, 23. 1721. 
And as my Wife's Father Colonel Reade, was 
Religious; ſo her Mother, being deſcended of 
the Family of the Banks's in Kent, being Aunt 
to Sir John Banks, was alſo careful of her Chil- 
drens Education, eſpecially her ſole Daughter my 
Wife; ſo my Wife was of her Children, parti- 
cularly her Daughters, that were more immedi- 
atcly under her care, being indefatigably careful 
of their Health, but more eſpecially in Religion; 
ſo that three of them ſince her Death, have left 
' ſuch Evidences of it, that I doubt not but they 
are with her in Glory. And as ſhe was careful 
of Religious, ſo alſo of Moral Qualifications, as 
learning French, Mulick, and other things for 
their Demeanour and Carriage, ſo alſo in Singing. 
And as my Daughter Du-Cane, had the ad- 
vantage of a Voice, to direct it to the moſt 
ſacred Uſe in the Family; and was not ſollici- 
tous to elevate or elate their Minds with Pride, 
but to qualify them for future Relations; and 
their Diverſions were either in Exerciſe of Body 
by Riding, or Walking ſometimes to London, 
or in the Coach: Or, if at home, by the Game 
of Drafts, or other Games that might exerciſe 
their Thoughts; and not in Games of Chance, 
eſpecially where there is any thing of Lottery, 
as Cards, Fc. on which Occaſion, though there 
is different Opinions amongſt very learned Di- 
vines, as Mr. Gataker de Sortibus favours it; 
yet as I have heard the reverend Dr. Bates, judi- 
ciouſly determine it, That in a doubtful Caſe, 
it was better to forbear ; as I have heard the 
| Reader 
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Reader in the Inns of Court, at the Autumn 
Reading in Moot Caſes, to avoid doubtful things. 
And to avoid the common Cuſtom of Patch- 
ing, even amongſt Profeſſors of Religion, ſhe 
never permitted it. And on this Occaſion, I will 
only mention what I have heard of Peter the 
Great Czar of Ruſſia, when in England; who 
obſerving our Women wearing them, wondred 
there were ſo many ſcabby Faces, ſuppoſing 
them Stigmata, properly Spots, to cover ſome 
Natural Deformitie. 
And Iwill add that as ſhe had a godly Edu- 
cation, and never ſaw a Play herſelf, ſo none of 
her Children: And I will remark on this Oc- 
caſion, what St Auſtin relates of his Friend A- 
lipius, who being averſe to ſee the Gladiatoria 
in the Roman Theaters; but being perſuaded to 
go once, though ſhut his Eyes to prevent his be- 
ing enſnared, yet on a ſudden Acclamation of 
the Spectators, on occaſion of the Fall and 
Death of one of the Gladiators, which was al- 
ways Cruel, opening his Eyes, became a fre- 
quenter of them. And I have read in the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Hiſtory, when the Devil poſſeſſed a 
Chriſtian Woman, the Exorciſt demanded, how 
durſt he attack her, replied, {ms Ref? quia in 
Meo Inveni, ſhe had expoſed herſelf, by being 
on his own Ground. And I have read alſo in 
the Iriſi Hiſtory, a more modern Example of 
Biſhop Atherion, a Proteſtant Biſhop mentioned 
before, as to his Opinion, ſo alſo as to his Prac- 
tice, being Executed for Beſtiality, though he dy- 
ed an eminent Penitent, yet bitterly bewailed 
and reflected on his allowing himſelf the fight 
of Plays; which whilſt under pretence of expo- 
ſing Vice, made ſuch an Impreſſion in his Mind, 
to introduce him to that unnatural Sin ; and on 
that Account, defired to be Buried in an obſcure 
Place in the Church-yard to extinguiſh his Me- 
L 2 morv 
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mory. And Archbiſhop Tillotſon called the Play- 
houſe the Devils Chappel. 

And Archbiſhop Tenniſon, in his Funeral Ser- 
mon, on that Vertuous Princeſs the late Queen 
Mary, to mention with grief, that the Diſtem- 
per of which ſhe died, the Small-Pox, was con- 
tracted when being at a Play; and Mr. Pryn, 

in his Biftrio-Maſſex, in King Charles the it's 
Reign, and Mr. Collier ſince hath exploded them, 
as the preſent Biſhop of London hath alſo Maſ- 
querades, though unworthily treated for it. | 

And I will add as my Wife was careful in 
diſpoſing of her Daughters in Marriage, with 
ſuch Perſons, ſhe thought Religious as far as 
was in her Power, and before marrying them 
to conſult Miniſters, by recommending it to 
conſult God by Prayer, ſo when it was to be 
conſummated, that it might be attended with a 
Bleſſing; and ſhe had the Happineſs to live to 
ſee them all religiouſly inclined, and now to have 
three of them with her in Glory, Mrs. Nisbet, 
Mrs. Brooks, ( except my Daughter Du-Cane, ) 
all in the ſame Vault here on Earth, and in the 
Heavenly Manſions above; as it was prophe- 
cyed by Mr. Collins the Miniſter, who as Mr. 
Tong, in the Life of Mr. Henry, who among o- 
ther Memorials he left, when ſhe was Lan- 
guiſhing under her tedious and repeated Deaths, 
by an Aſtbma and Dropſy, though never com- 
aki z yet when Mr. Collins viſiting her on her 
dying Bed, and praying with her, and being de- 
parted, ſhe ſent to call him to ſpeak with him to 
recommend ſomething ſhe had omitted, he re- 
turned Anſwer could not, being to viſit others, 
but that they ſhould ſuddenly meet in Glory; 
and ſo it ſucceeded, for that very Night after he 
had gone from Hackney to Hogsdon to viſit ano- 
ther Friend, and was returned to his Houſe in 

Tondon, 
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London, and was in his Cloſet; and ſome young 
Men whom he uſed to inſtruct in Religion com- 
ing to him, and going down Stairs to them, fell 
down Dead on the Stairs in an Apoplectick Fit: 
And one thing I ſaw myſelf of her, That when 
by the Vehemency of her Diſtemper, ſhe was ſome- 
times delirious ; yet when Mr. Henry came to 
pray with her, though before he came was ſo, 
yet when was engaged in Prayer, returned to 
her Underſtanding, and expreſſed herſelf with a 
Senſe of his Kindneſs 3 and when ſhe was ſame- 
times light-headed, yet never raving, but always 
compoſed : But even then deſiring to go home, 
which though ſhe did not know, yet did at laſt, 
where the wicked ceaſe from Troubling and 
the wearied are at Reſt, Fob ni. 17. Dying in 
Sleep. | | 
And I will add, when ſhe was a Widow, 
though ſhe had never above Five Hundred 
Pounds per Annum ; yet to take care of Private 
and Family Worſhip, that as ſhe had God! 
Parents, like them, to have her private Receſ- 
ſes Morning and Evening ; and alſo to have 
a young Miniſter in her Family to pray with 
her Children and Servants ; whereas others 
through Covetouſneſs or Careleſſneſs, do not 
regard it, who are of greater Subſtance to ſup- 
port it, though God hath pronounced a dread- 
ful Woe, Ferem. x. 25, that he would pour out his 
Fury, on the Families that call not on his Name; that 
neither do 1t themſelves, nor encourage others to 
be an Example to their Children; and in time 
of Perſecution of Diſſenters, employed the Mi- 
niſter in her Family to be more extenſively 
uſeful, to Preach and explain Scriptures on 
Lord's Days to her Family and Neighbours, and 
that her Children ſhould have Cloſets for Re- 
tirement z and if any 12 accidentally came 
2 55 
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to her, would engage them to pray with her Fa- 
mily, and to Inſtruct her Children in the Prin- 
ciples of Religion, and to prevail like Jacob for 
a Bleſſing. | 5 

And I will add, out of Reſpect to the Me- 
mory of my laſt Wife, if our Relation was not 
ſo happy, it was my own Fault, I will take the 
Blame on my ſelf ; yet I have this comfortable 
Reflection, I am not conſcious to have wronged 
her or that Family of one Penny, and though 
the Legacy left me was more than I deſerved, 
yet my Expences exceeded, and were more Thou- 
ſands than Hundreds I received. And ſome of 
the Relations have gratefully acknowledged it by 
perſonal Viſits ſince her Death; and though it 
was apprehended that Mr. Dy-Cane and his Wife 
expected great Advantages by our Marriage, yet 
I will do to my deceaſed Daughter Juſtice, ſhe 
carried herſelf with all dutiful Reſpect as to a 
Mother, and my Wife returned it as if ſhe was 
her own Daughter, and ſympathized with her: 
And I will add, that as my Daughter hath often 
expreſſed, ſhe had no Expectation but to ſee us 
both happy; ſo Mr. Du- Cane after her Death, 
as long as my Wife lived, affiſted her in all her 
Affairs, by receiving and paying her what was 
due to her from the Funds; but to Evidence, 
had no ſelfiſh Deſigns, refuſed any Truſt after 
her Death, though he gave her his Counſel both 
as to her Health and all her Affairs during her 
Life. | 

I will add ſome Memorials of my only ſur- 
viving Daughter by my former Wife, though 
ſince deceaſed, dying about the Age of our bleſ- 
ſed Saviour, not compleating Thirty three Years, 
Sept. 21. 1722, the Wife of Richard Du-Cane Eſq; 


Which I know will not be unacceptable to her 


ſurviving Relations, Friends and Servants living 
| at 
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at any time with her. When a Child, and la- 
bouring under much Weakneſs of Body, by the 
Careleſsneſs of a Gentlewoman Nurſe, like Mephi- 
boſheth, which occaſioned her Mother much Trou- 
ble to alleviate -her 3 yet as the did grow up, 
by all Acts of Duty and Affection during her 
Life; and early, like Obadiah, from her Youth, 
1 Kings xviii. 12. Feared the Lord, and when ſhe 
heard ſome Sermons that affected her, that I 
wrote in Short-hand, to copy and give her ; 
and kept conſtantly Memorials of others her 
ſelf in Writing; and when; married, joined in 
that Church-Relation with which that Family en- 
gaged in, and adhered to it to the laſt. And 
as a Wife demeaned herſelf to her Husband, 
and filled up their conjugal Relation, that an- 
nually that Day they were married, being Au- 
guſt 17. 1710. her Husband and Children as 
they grew up did conſtantly commemorate it 
and after her Death gave her the Teſtimonial of 
his being deprived not only of a Wife, but of a 
Friend, a Counſellor, and eſteemed by all the 
neareſt Relations of that Family, and particu- 
larly by the neareſt and more immediate, her 
Father and Mother Du-Cane, as will appear by 
the ſubſequent Account. And God bleſſed her 
with three ſurviving Children, viz. Jane born 
June 22, 1711. Peter born April 22, 1713. 
Richard born September 22, 1716. 
And alſo as a Mother to her Children, both as 
to Example in her Converſation, but alſo as to 
Catechiſtical Inſtruction in Principles and other 
Duties; and as ſhe was conſcientious her ſelf, ſo as 
far as lay in her Power to attend thoſe publick 
Ordinances ſhe thought moſt edifying. 5 
And alſo as a Daughter to her own Mather ſo 
endeared, that when ſhe was languiſhing of that 


Diſtemper of which ſhe died, and could not at- 
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tend her Daughter when Lying - in with her Grand- 
ſon Peter Du. Cane, and hearing ſhe was indiſ- 
poſed, was ſo paſſionately concerned, that at an 
unſeaſonable Hour in the Night ſhe ſent to Lon- 
don to know her Circumſtances ; that her Father 
Du-Cane came next Day to Hackney to ſatisfy her 
of the Care taken of her; and ſhe excuſed it, 
by telling him, that none of her Daughters ex- 
ceeded her in Duty and Affection, not remem- 
bering ſhe had ever offended her by any Misbe- 
haviour. And as ſhe was to her Mother in 
Conſanguinity, ſo alſo to her Father and Mother 
in Affinity, by expreſſing all Marks of Eſteem, 
that her Father Du-Cane as in his Life, ſo alſo 
in his expiring Minutes, did evidence it, by ſuch 
an affectionate and pathetical way by his Hand, 
that was ſo moving, that ſhe was obliged out of 
Paſſion to withdraw her own Hand. And the 
laſt Object of his Life was his Grandſon Peter, 
and her Mother Du. Cane after his Death expreſ- 
ſed the ſame Affection, and left Tokens of it. 
And alſo with that Affection and Reſpect to 
her Siſters, though only by the Mother's ſide, 
that they loved (if not exceeded) her as much 
as one another, and was the Bond of Union 
to them all as long as ſhe lived: And ſhe was 
much beloved by all the Relations both in Blood 
and otherwiſe, particularly the good Lady Le- 
thieulier, and her Daughter the Lady Conyers, 
and all the other Relations. 
And as a Miftreſs to her Servants, carrying it 
with that Afﬀableneſs and Condeſcenſion, that 
her Memory will be grateful to them as long as 
any of them lives; and though commonly young 
Miſtreſſes diſmiſs the former Servants in a Family, 
ſhe never did; ſo that as the Hiſtorian reports 
of Titus, that was deliciæ humani generis, none go- 
ing from her ſorrowful. 
4 And 
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And alſo to poor Relations, owning them and 
relieving them in the meaneſt Circumſtances, be- 
ing the common Purſe-bearer ; and as the Pſal- 
miſt ſaith, Fſal. xxxvii, 31. ſpeaking of the 
Rightequs, The Law of God was in their Heart, ſo 
the Law of Kindneſs was in her Heart, and did 
it in ſecret to ſeveral in Diſtreſs, that her Left 
Hand did not know what her Right Hand did; 
as I have heard by ſeveral after her Death, and 
particularly of one Miniſter's Widow, who confeſ- 
ſed ſhe had loſt the beſt Friend ſhe had in the 
World. 1 
And as I have mentioned ſome things of her 
Relations in both Families, ſo will not omit what 
ſhe hath acquainted me in reference to her Father 
Du-Cane, which in ſome things ſymbolizeth with 
ſome things of my Father. That he was ſuch 
an exact Divider of his Time, that as we ſay of 
the Morning, it is muſis amica, & aurea hora, the 
beſt Seaſon for ſtudying ; ſo he made early Viſits 
to the Throne of Grace in ſecret Prayer and 
Reading the Word both in Summer and Winter 
ſome Hours before Day. And in attending his 
Merchants-Accounts, in which he was very exact 
and diligent ; and alſo in Family-Duty in the 
moſt ſuirable Times, and the Domeſtick Affairs 
that fell under his Care; and always employing 
his Time afterwards at the Exchange, or at 
Exchequer, being concerned in the Publick Funds, 
as his Occaſions required; and rarely to any 
Coffee-houſe, except to ſome ſelect Company; 
and his Diverſions was ſometimes in Riding out, 
and never in Gaming; nulla dies ſine linca, without 
Uſe. And as he was in his Life, ſo alſo at his 
Death; for being at Tunbridge, where he died 
September 16. 1714. though then near the Ap- 
proach of his End, yet apprehending he had 
omitted ſomething at London, though 2 
| eak- 
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Weakneſs by a painful and ſharp Diarrhea, yet 
went up to the City, not like Achitophel, Samuel ii. 
17. to ſet his Houſe in order to go to Hell, but 
to free himſelf from any Incumbrances going to 
Heaven; and the laſt Day of his Life, though 
in extream Weakneſs (like my Father) would 
riſe to be dreſſed, like one prepared for his 
Change, like the J/7aelites when going out of 
Egypt, to have his Loins girt; and accordingly 
acted with that Compoſure, by giving Directions 
that were neceſſary as he uſually did. And as 
my Father before-mentioned, ſaid it was no more 
to him to die, than to go out of one Room into 
another; ſo this worthy Man when expiring, his 
Son and Relations with him, removed him into 
the Room where he died, were ſuitably affected : 
He blamed them, as not being concerned, know- 
ing where he was going. Bur as a good Uncle 
of my laſt Wife, Mr. Applebee, did during the 
laſt Period of his Life every Week ſhewed many 
Tokens of his Bounty to Widows and others, 
ſaid to thoſe about him when dying, that he had 
nothing elſe to do but to die, and deſired not 
to be diverted from it. And with the Examples 
of both Fathers may be of uſe to their Sons and 
Relations in both Families. 
And as Mr. Du-Cane was uſeful in his Life, ſo 
his Survivor, the Parenteſs of the preſent Family, 
to my own Knowledge, was very generous to 
many indigent Objects after his Death; and at 
her End recommended Perſons to improve their 
Time for their future State, by a Funeral Text 
preached by the Reverend Mr. - hy Eccleſiaſtes ix. 
10. Whatſoever thy Hand findeth to do, do it with 
all thy Might, for there is no Work nor Device, nor 
Knowledge, nor Wiſdom in the Grave, where thou 
gocſt. And I will recommend Mr, Bury of Bri- 
5 | A ſtol's 
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ſtol's Laſt Farewel to his Church, printed with 
his Wife's Life. 

And I will add, that as all the contemporary 
Relations were all religious, ſo to the Memory 
of the only Siſter of Mr. Du-Cane, the before- 
mentioned the honoured the Lady Letbieulier, 
that I have heard Mr. Tong ſay, that he never re- 
_ commended any Object, bur ſhe was more for- 
ward to give than he to ask; that it was a Doubt, 
whether her Quality or her Bounty were more 
ſuperiour. 

And as I have made Memorials of my Daugh- 
ter and others of other Families, ſo I would do 
Juſtice to the Memory of my Wife's Daughters 
by her firſt Husband, particularly her eldeft 
Daughter, who in her Youth diſcovered a re- 
ligious Inclination ; and when grown up, con- 
firmed it by engageing in the ſacred Myſteries 
in that Society, where her Grandmother Reade, 
and her Father when living, and her Mother ; 
and gave ſuch an Account in Writing to the 
Paſtor, that he confeſſed he had never read nor 
heard any ſo ſatisfactory. And though after- 
wards ſhe was noted for her Judgment and So- 
lidity, that a Perſon in a conſiderable Poſt of 
Truſt now in the City would have married her, 
and told me, the Family did not know the 
Worth and Value of her. But to comply with 
her Mother, ſhe did not conſult her temporal 
Concerns, which occaſioned ſome Trials and Dif- 
ficulties ; yet I never heard her complain, and in 
her Mother's dying Hours attended her; and 
when through Satan's Temptations and Aſſaults 
her Comforts were attacked, ſhe, like Barnabas, 
was a Daughter of Conſolation to her. And alſo 
as ſhe the eldeſt Daughter, ſo her ſecond Daugh- 
ter Mrs. Brooks always, both in her ſingle, mar- 
ried and widow Condition, carried her ſelf with 
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the greateſt Deference ; and alſo joined her ſelf 
to the ſame Society with her Mother, and always 
attended it one part of the Day, both in her 
Husband's Time, and afterwards when a Widow 
at Hackney: And kept up ſecret and Family. 
Duties, that God owned her, in having an eminent 
religious Daughter and Son, who died before her 
and as her Husband, had out of Confidence of her 
Care of his Children, left her ſole Executrix ; ſo 
ſhe faithfully diſcharged it, having only her 
youngeſt Son not of Age to do it : And though 
ſhe was offered one conſiderable Overture, yet 
not to impair the Eſtate for their Benefit, ſhe 
refuſed it, and continued a Widow above nine- 
teen Years. And though ſhe defired to be In- 
tombed with her own Mother, Siſter and other 
Relations, yet it was chiefly I believe on account 
of her Husband and Children were in a publick 
Vault, were expoſed to be tumbled, and as 
occaſion offered to be removed. And afterwards 
by a conſumptive Weakneſs, was adviſed to go 
to Bath and Briſtol, where ſhe died July 14 In- 
ſtant ; yet was willing, like my good Father, not 
to have her dying Thoughts diverted from the 
Place ſhe was going to, did not deſire to ſee 
her Children, yet they paid their laſt Duty by 
going down to her : And as to her Demeanour 
in her dying Moments, I ſhall tranſcribe what I 
have extracted out of Letters wrote by her eldeſt 
Son to Mr. Reade, that ſhe was moſt compoſed 
and ſatisfied to be willing to depart out of this 

World. | 
And as my Wife's deceaſed Daughters, ſo her 
only ſurviving Child Mrs. Cholmley, now a Wi- 
dow, carried it dutifully to her Mother ; and 
endeavoured to continue and maintain Religion in 
her Family, ſo educates her only Son and Child 
under the Tuition of thoſe that may promate - 
Anc 
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And as my Daughter was dutiful to her Mo- 


ther and Me, ſo her Husband, out of Reſpe&  - 


to her Memory, hath evideneed it to me, not 
only perſonally, but to accept of a Truſt which 
he refuſed to others ; and her Children have and 
daily do with great Affection and Duty expreſs 
themſelves, ſo that as long as they live ſhe ſur- 
vives in them. But I will add no more of this, 
that I may not ſeem to flatter, obſerving the Rule, 
vivant quis vera dicet * And leaving it to Time to 
diſcover. And I will only conclude this with my 
daily Prayers for them, and the Children of the 
afore-mentioned, that they may be Followers of 
thoſe, who by Faith and Patience are now in- 

heriting the Promiſes. 
I ſhall conclude with ſorrowful Reflections on 
my ſelf; oh that they were with ſuitable! That 
having ſuch excellent Examples, I have Reaſon 
to be deeply humbled, and with the Leper to 
cry out, Unclean, unclean; and with the Publican, zo 
ſmite on my Breaſt, and be aſhamed that, Pudet hec 
opprobria mihi, & dici potuiſſe, at non potuiſſe refelli, 
and can have no Excuſe before God nor Man ; 
but would however refer Reflectors to that ex- 
cellent Treatiſe of the Reverend Mr. Howe, Of 
Charity for other Mens Sins ; and it we are kept 
from any particular Sin, it is owing only to re- 
ſtraining or renewing Grace ; for by Nature we 
are as bad as the worſt, and by Practice worſe 
than the moſt; and to confeſs with Auſtin, aut 
fuimus, aut ſumus, aut poſſumus quod hic (referring 
to a particular Sinner) we have been, or are, or 
may be, as bad as any other; and not with proud 
Grevinchovius the Arminian, in his Comment on 
1 Corinth. xv. 10. By the Grace of God, I am what 
Jam, to ſay, ego ipſe diſcerno, I difference my ſelf 
by my own Strength. And as I have repreſented 
things paſt, and 1o for the future OY 
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of young Relations, ſo particularly my Grand- 
children, I would remind them of what they 
learnt lately in their Grammar, Felix qui faciunt 
aliena pericula cautum, And though I am now 
old, I will addreſs my ſelf to them, as Auguſtus 
when old did to ſome young Men, audi me ſenem 
quem invenem ſenes audivere, to give my Advice 
now old; and as they are Apprentices to Mer- 
chants (their Father being careful not to have 
them idle Gentlemen,) and not immedately under 
his Inſpect ion; and poſſibly where Family-Wor- 
fhip was not conſtantly and daily kept up, to ob- 
ſerve as I think I ſaid before, ſecret Duty, and 
to be diligent in their Maſter's Service; for as 
they diſcharge their relational Duties, ſo they 
4 may expect faithful Servants. And to be ac- 
4 quainted with the Quality of thoſe Goods they 
1 are employed in, that they may inſtruct their 
ö Servants when Maſters; and on that account 
I will give my Obſervations. As to Woollen 
Goods, to obſerve their Weight, and Warp, their 
- Weaving, whether cloſe or looſe; and their Wale, 
whether the Yarn be finely ſpun, and ſo will 
have the beſt Goods, and prevent bad Debts 
Abroad, and procure the beſt Ditto's; and 
through the neglect of this, occaſion the Makers 
to grow very careleſs in their Fabricks. As is 
evident in the Colcheſter Bayes, when in my Time, 
a Crown Bay having the Seal, they never exa- 
mined it; whereas ſince they have had as little 
Eſteem as a Catt. And though ſince they have 
endeavoured to recover their Credit by reformed 
Bayes, yet doubt I have failed in it; and the 
ſame I have obſerved in the Vorwich and other 
Goods, it being eaſier to prevent than to recover 
what is loſt. And I will further recommend to 
them, that though they take their Packers to 
aſſiſt, yet not to leave the Choice of their Goods 

| to 
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to them, and ſo to be altogether ignorant of 
their Mechaniſm, and ſee with other Mens Eyes, 
and hear or act with other Mens Ears, and be 
worſe than common Traders that underſtand 
their Goods; and by that means I have known 
ſome Packers to have acquired at the Coſt of 
their Employers greater Eſtates than they. And 
J will on this Occaſion mention two Aldermen 
of London, one related to them, Sir John Houb- 
lon and Sir Charles Thorold, who went to the 
Halls and Warehouſes and examined their Goods 
themſelves. | | 
And as I know ſome of them will, and others 
may be concerned in real Eſtates, either in Houſes 
or Lands ; ſo as to Houſes, to take Care to 
have their Bricks of as pure Brick-Earth and 
well burnt, otherwiſe the Houſes in London, 
eſpecially in publick Streets, ſeldom continue 
above fifty Years ; whereas heretofore the Pyra- 
mids in I were of many hundred Year's 
ſtanding, and many Croſſes in England, though 
leſſer, and expoſed to the Weather, yet ſtill con- 
tinue viſible in many Places. | 
And we have loſt the Knowledge of Mecha- 
niſm in many Things, as a Hamburgher, whoſe 
Name I have forgotten, hath obſerved in his 
Tract De ſcientia perdita, of loſt Sciences. And 
alſo the Builders formerly were more careful of 
their Timber, to chuſe that which was of moſt 
Maturity, And if they ſhould engage in Lands, 
to purchaſe rather Paſturage than Arable, becauſe 
it requires fewer Servants to manage it, and abler 
Tenants to ſtock it. And to obſerve in their 
Meadows to permit their Tenants to take but 
one Crop, for ſecond Crops do much impo- 
veriſh, but let them feed it as cloſe as they will; 
and for Uplands, to feed it. with Sheep, who 
bite the cloſeſt of any Cattle; and on that ac- 
count 
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count if Grain ſhould bear a great or good Price, 
they can oblige their Tenants on ſome reaſonable 
Allowances to plough ſome Uplands, which 
may yield a conſiderable Crop: And to let their 
Lands on Leaſes, to prevent ruining their Farms 
by letting them yearly ; and to oblige. them 

to plough yearly only ſo many Acres as is 
ſuitable or the Farm, and to make ſuch Fal- 
lows in due Seaſon that the Lands may be im- 
pregnated by the Air, and reſt for the follow- 
ing Year's Crop. And as for Tilths, the Te- 
nant, if not indolent, will take care for his own 
Benefit, and the ſucceeding Tenant will examine 
for his own Advantage. And as for this, I will 
refer them to Wormlidge's Treatiſe of Agricul- 
ture formerly, and ſince to Mr. Mortimer's of 
Eſſex ; and for Woods, to that ingenious Silva, 
by Mr. Evelyn of Surrey. I will only add, that 
as Elms are the quickeſt Growers of all great 
and tall Trees, and capable to be removed the 
greateſt of any; and it is obſerved of them, that 
if uſed altogether dry or wet, will endure long, 
and therefore much uſed for Coffins: So they are 
| ornamental before Buildings, and invite a Rooke- 
ry, Which, next to a Pidgeon, is good Food ; 
and an Elm will grow on any Ground. 
But the Oak here in England is eſteemed the 
King amongſt Trees, and the beſt in the World, 
and like Fotham, one of Gideon's Sons, Judges ix. 
Above others; and was alſo ſo eſteemed by the Idola- 
ters of old, that they burnt Incenſe under them, 
Hoſea iv. 13. And though it be a very ſlow 
Grower, not coming to Maturity till ninety or 
one hundred Years old; yet it repays it, by af- 
fording the beſt Timber for Buildings, bur eſpe- 
cially for Shipping, wherein it hath the Pre-emi- 
nence of any Foreign Timber; and alſo afford- 


ing Barks for Tanners, and the inward part of 
the 
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the Bark, if ſcraped and infuſed in Water for a 
Fortnight, to be an infallible Cure for Warts. 
And alſo the Aſh being an aquatile Tree, that 
being planted in moiſt Places, though but a 
Stake put in the Ground, will take Root; and 
being a ſwift Grower, affords great Profit for 


Hop-ground, every Acre of which requires at 


leaſt three thouſand Hop-poles ; and hath an ad- 
ditional Profit, by affording Cooper's Aſh for 
their Veſſels. And I will only obſerve in planting 
Trees, that it be near the Surface of the Earth, 
and not too near one another, for their Roots or 
Tops to interfere, to hinder their Growth ; and 
to have the Advantage of Rain, eſpecially in 
Woods, by deſtroying, if not | hindering the 
Growth of the Underwoods ; which, according to 
their Situation, may be cut from twelve to ſeven- 
teen Years ; and it is obſerved, that Timber is 
the greateſt Improvement of an Eſtate, yielding 
annually ten per Cent. in Time, though not af- 
fording preſent Profit, too much neglected by 
the preſent Age, not like our Anceſtors; yet 
ſome by Planting have found it beneficial even 
in their own Lives: As I remember Mr. Shatter- 
den, a Gentleman of Kent, told me, that in Thir- 
ty five Year's Time in Hertfordſhire, that by 
Planting ſold an Eſtate, that the Purchaſe coſt 
him at firſt but Three thouſand Pounds, for 
Twelve thouſand Pounds. DET, 

And as in their Rural Poſſeſſions, if they 
ſhould have Right to Patronage of Churches, 
which I know ſome of them will have to one 
which Rights were ſo eſteemed in the Reign of 
King Charles I. that Dr. Gouge and other Mini- 
ſters not only themſelves, but encouraged others 


to make Purchaſes of them, to place orthodox 
and practical Miniſters * Archbiſhop * 


the Enemy to ſuch Miniſters, deprived them un. 
juſtly of them. 
| And though Gentlemen eſteem them but a Fea- 

ther in their Cap, when it is the moſt ſacred 
Truſt, and thereby they may be either the moſt | 


and greateſt Bleſſings or Curſes to any Place: So 


as I know they will have a Right (as before) to one 
Place, that is 5 largeſt for Number of Souls in the 
County of Eſen, probably Five Thouſand, and 
where they have had formerly eminent Miniſters; as 
famous Mr. Dod, Mr. Obadiab Sedgewick, afterwards 
Miniſter of Covent- Garden, and one of the Aſſem- 
bly of Divines, and Dr. rags, till he went to Ox- 
2rd to be Vice-Chancellor, whom all muſt acknow- 
edge to be Learned (though Dr. Cave through 
Pride ſlighted him) by — Expoſition on the 
N and his Treatiſe againſt the Socinians 
and others: And Mr. Boyce ſince being Minifter 
there about forty ſix Years, hath wrote an Expo- 
ſition on the Articles of the Church of England in 
Folio, though like Dr. Hammond againſt Calvi- 
* iſm, after the Arminian Scheme; and alſo a ſmall 
Tract againſt it, ſuppoſing I would preſent a 
Calviniſt, and though all King Edward VIth's 
Reign, and Queen Elizabeth's, and King James 1. 
they were underſtood in that Senſe, as * is plain 
by Mr. Rogers formerly; and Dr. Burnet _ 
ſince fairly explained Abend, by ſhewin 
ſtrongeſt Arguments both of the Catvinifts 450 
Arminians; yet now they are ſtrained contra 
to their literal Senſe to ſpeak what Miniſters 
pleaſe, and, as an Jriſb Biſhop ſaith, are only Ar- 
"ticles of Agreement and Articles of Peace for ex- 
. ternal Communion, and not of Opinion, like the 
Church of Rome; who when it hath been object- 
ed to them to have acted in their temporal Con- 
cerns contrary to — to make that critical 
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Diſtinction, by the Word Curia, the Court, from 
Eccleſia, the Church of Rome. 2 

But to return to what I was mentioning before: 
Mr. Boys being much contemporary with my ſelf, 
lived to be diſabled from Preaching, and IT from 
Preſenting ; ſo though I preſented, yet left it to 
Mr. Du-Cane : However, I will leave my Grand- 
children what my Intentions were, if I had been 
in ſuitable Circumſtances to do it: As a previous 
Qualification to the Miniſter, to propoſe to him, 
that as they had formerly two Sermons every 
Lord's Day, ſo they ſhould be obliged either per- 
ſonally or by ſome other to do it, and that they 
ſhould reſide on the Place; and as there was a 
good Houſe for their Reſidence, yet if they had 
Collateral Advantage of any fine Cure or Preben- 
dary in a Cathedral-Church that required their 
Attendance for it may be one Month in the Year, 
to provide in their Abſence ; and if afterwards 
having greater Preferments, did remove, ſhould 
be obliged to ſurrender. 

And I alſo deſigned for the Benefit of the 
conſtant Hearers, and that occaſional or acciden- 
tal Hearers in that Place being Diſſenters, ſhould 
be excluded from having Part in the Choice of 
a Miniſter ; but knowing much of the Profiting 
of the Miniſtry, as well as their Support, de- 
pended. on the mutual Affection of Teachers and 
Hearers, I reſolved during the Choice of a Mini- 
ſter to propoſe, as 'my Right to procure ſuch 
Minifter as I judged moft uſeful, fo to' pleaſe 
them when the laſt Candidate had preached (in- 
tending always to hear my ſelf) that after Even- 
ing-Sermon, when the Church was fulleſt, before 
concluding with Prayer, to defire the Aſſembly 
to ſtay, and diſmiſs the Miniſter, that it ſhould - 
have no Influence on them, and neither to in- 


fluence them my ſelf, ro recommend any, to ac- 
| F 2 g quaint 
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quaint the Men, either Fathers or Sons, that were 
Inhabitants, being a Market-Town, that I being 
preſent as Patron, that they would ſtay, and 
then to acquaint them with what Precautions I 
had taken for a Miniſter, ſo would oblige them 
to aſſiſt in the Choice of him; and in order to 
it, that they would draw Lines againſt. every 
Miniſter's Name, and that I might not be par- 
tial to withdraw my ſelf at ſome Diſtance, that 
they might have Freedom to ſcratch to whom 
they pleaſed ; and reſolved thoſe that had moſt 
Suffrages, to preſent, as judging People have 
ſome Right. And though there is a Competency 
for a Miniſter, yet as God gives them by their 
Circumſtances in the World, to augment it, to 
encourage an able Miniſter ; ſo I do recommend 
to them to have a faithful Regard to it, remem- 
bering what the Prophet Ezekiel iii. 17, 18. That 
God had made him a Watchman to the Houſe of Iſr ael. 
And if he did not give them Warning, though 
they ſhould be puniſhed for their Sins in not Hear- 
ing, their Blood ſhould be required at his Hands. 
And if Miniſters ſhall be. puniſhed for Neglect of 
their Duty, with how much ſeverer Puniſhment 
will they be expoſed that ſent them? For, Quod 
efficit Tale eſt Magis Tale, and incurs much greater 
Guilt 3 and I remember Chry/oſtom, in his Homi- 
lies, thought of all Profeſſions, feweſt Mini- 
ſters would be ſaved : And as Buchanan, that 
famous Latin Scotch Poet, when dying, King 
James I. ſent to know how he did, returned An- 
ſwer, he was going where few Kings went, to 
put him in Mind of his Duty ; for, Circum- 
ftantia poſita, Ponitur Res Igſa, Guilt being ag- 
gravated according to their Circumſtances. 


And 
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And what T will further recommend to them, 
that as that Place hath a great Number of poor 
Workmen in the Woollen Trade of Bayes, and 
cannot pay for the Education* of their Children 
for reading and writing, and ſo to improve 
themſelves in reading the Scriptures and good 
practical Books; that as I formerly was at the 
Expence of about Twenty Five Pounds Year- 
ly, but becauſe encouraged the Uſe of ſuch 
Catechiſms as the Parents approved of, whether 
the Church's or the Aſſembly's ; and did not 
oblige the Children to attend the Church and 
uſe that Catechiſm, but left it to the Liberty of 
their Parents; and diſtributed ſeveral of Mr. 
Baxter's practical Books, as his Now or Never, 
his Call to the Unconverted, and ſome Bibles, yet 
met with Diſcouragement from the Publick Mi- 
niſter, as I alſo did, when I would have procured * 
them a Publick Work-Houſe, with 7 ee 
by Law; and to make ſome of the Principal 
Inhabitants Governours of it, and having the 
Opportunity of having it Gratis, by the Favour 
of the late Earl of Oxford, then Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons; and an Intereſt in the late 
Lord Nottingham, in the Houſe of Lords; and 
Mr. Cox willing to draw it for them, yet met 
with Diſcouragement, merely from the Bigotry 
of ſome that ſhould have encouraged it; they 
making good that Citius Crimen honeſtum, quam 
Turpem Catonem feceris, as a Divine faid, rather 
a Turk, than a Presbyterian. 1 

Whereas the firſt Reformers always acknow- 
ledged foreign Ordinations valid, that Archbi- 
biſhop Bancroft, when he was to Conſecrate ſome 
Scotch Presbyter Biſhops, admitted them ad E- 
undem Ordinem, and ſo were eſteemed till Arch- 
biſhop Laud's Time, who made all Things run 
Tantivy. And I remember when Sir Harbert 
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Croft Biſhop of Hereford ordained, took ſome 

Miniſters to be his Aſſiſtants in the Impoſition 

of Hands; but having been Educated a Ro- 

maniſt contrary to Goodman Biſhop of  Glou- 

ceſter, who turned Papift, was very moderate, as 
'Tr 


appears by his Nake ruth ; which I had the 
3 from Sir Edward Harley, to carry to 
the Preſs ; and Dr. Bradford late Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, told me he thought it was very unchari- 
table to unchurch Forreign Churches, when they 
admitted Popiſh Ordination; whereas they are 
ordained ad Sacrificandum, as well as ad Prædican- 
dum. And the Account printed by Comenius, 
and Laſcitius, of the Bohemian Churches, takes 
in all Denominations of Proteſtants,” leaving the 
People to chooſe their Miniſters ; and the Seni- 
or, or moſt learned Miniſter to be one of the 
Ordainers, to prevent unqualified Miniſters. 
And though I acknowledge Epiſcopacy, though 
not Prelacy, to obtain in the ſecond Century, 
yet the Scriptures mention but two Offices, Mi- 
niſters, and Deacons; and thoſe that are for 
Epiſcopacy ate divided in their Sentiments, ſome 
making them to differ in Ordine, others only in 
2 But I will not meddle in Controver- 

ies. | | | 

But what I have in General propoſed to my 
Grandchildren, ſo leaſt they ſhould omit it; That 
they be careful to conſult God by Prayer, and 
reading the Scriptufes, and not to make idle 
Viſits, or be viſited on 'Lord's Days ; and that 
they follow, the good Examples of their two 
Pious Great Grand-fathets, Grand-father D#- 
Cane, and their two Grand-mothers, and Mother; 
who are now by Faith and Patience, inheritinę 

the Promiſes, Hebrews vi. 12. as before; an 
that they obſerve the Lord's Days ſtrictly, in 
hearing and improving it. And to read thoſe 
; Practical 
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Practical Books, that are moſt convincing. of 
Sin both Original and.. Actual, and lead them to 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the Neceſſity of the 
Aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit, and always con- 
ſult with God before Men; and when they have 
any Commands or Examples from Superiours 
that interfere with their Duty to God, as the 
Lawyers ſay, any Law, contraty to the Divine 
Law, is ip/o facto void, and not Obligatory, fe 
not to comply: But as our Saviour, Matthew 
viii. 22, ſaid to one who excuſed following him, 
by firſt having Liberty to Bury his Father, let 
the Dead Bury tbe Dead: They that are Dead in 
Grace, to bury thoſe that are Dead in Nature; 
and Cyprian hath well commented on it, by fay- -- 
ing, That Nec Vivo Obedientiam nec Muortuo Sepul- 
turam, neither to a living Father Obedience, nar 

to a Dead Father Buri - if x4-od n — 

And now as Servants, to carry themſelves cour- 

teouſly with the menial Servants, but not ſo as 
to be a Snare to them, but to remember they 
are in advanced Stations; and when they are 
Maſters hereafter to manage them with Suavi- 
ty and not with Severity, leſt while they ſerve 
them, it may not like Gruter reports of one of 
the Roman Emperours, whoſe Motto was Dum 
Metuunt, Oderint. And I remember Sir Gilbert 
Heathcot had a Brother at Hackney, and having 
a Coachman diſobliged by ſome Chaſtiſement, 
had murdered him, if not prevented, even in the 
Street; and to carry it _civilly to their Neigh- 
bours, and as the Apoſtle Paul, Rom. xii. 18. 
as far. as poſſible to live peateably with all Men, 
as not knowing how they may want their Help, 
and be ſure to diſoblige none: for I remember 
to have read in the Life of Cardinal #oofzy, 
that being of mean Extraction, a Butcher's Son 
of Ipſwich in Suffolk, when a poor — 
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for ſome Fault, a Knight of that County put 
him in the Stocks ; but the Cardinal afterwards 
avenged it by publickly expoſing if not ruining the 
Knight altogether. And though Providence hath 
at preſent well provided for you, yet think not 
your Mountain ſo ſtrong that it cannot be moved: 
for I remember to have read of a famous Ge- 
neral, that had obtained many eminent Victories, 
in ſeveral remote Places,: yet at. laſt unjuſtly and 
moſt ungratefully the Emperour 7uſtinian moſt 
barbarouſly and inhumanely, put out both his 
Eyes; whereby for his Subſiſtance, like blind Barti- 
meus, Mark x. 46. was reduced to have a Hutt 
by the common Way-ſide, and to Beg, Date O- 
bolum Beliſario, give a Half. penny to Beliſarius. 
I will only add as to their Diverſions, to uſe 
Exerciſe abroad by riding as their Grand-father 
Du-Cane did, and otherwiſe by walking, accor- 
ding to their Conſtitutions ; for as Men are hot- 
ter than Women, and lean Men more than Fat, 
to do it if lean, ad Ruborem, to help Digeſtion, 
-ſuch being generally Coſtive ; but if fat and not 
ſoluable to uſe more, that the Humours may nat 
ſettle in their Blood, but not to precipitate Di- 
geſtion by it after Dinner, but rather after Su 
per; for as there is innumerable Piles of Hair 
in the Body, which with a Microſcope may be dif- 
cerned,” whereby they Perſpire at leaſt two Thirds 
of what they eat, as San#orins an Italian Phyſi- 
cian obſerves. And their Diverſions: within 
Doors, if any Game, ſuch as hath the leaſt Um- 
- brage of Sin, as I have ſhewed before in their 
Grand-mother Lyde's Life, and alſo in their 
Grand- father Du-Cane's. And though I know 
the Study of the Mathematicks, if exact, requires 
much Time, on account of its various Parts; 
ſo would only adviſe them to underſtand ſome- 
thing of the Doctrine of Triangles, or at leaſt 
. Geometry 
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Geometry to meaſure Lands, and the uſe of 
the Globes, wherein they may divert themſelves 
by reſolving ſeveral Problems. 5 

As for Muſick: I think as Mr. Obadiab Walker; 
in his Treatiſe of Education; (though on that 
Subject none hath exceeded Mr. Locke ;) That 
to attain Expertneſs, required more Time than 
was fit for a Gentleman, when every common 
Muſician would excel him, ſo it was not ſo 
uſeful ; and not like Nero the Roman Emperour, 

ut them to Death, becauſe they Our-fidled him: 
But if they have an Inclination to any Inſtru- 
ment, to chooſe the Graveſt ; as the Baſe- Viol, 
which having Frets make it eaſier, though the 
Theory of Muſick in , is very eaſy, 
as being reduced to three Diapaſons, the Ball, 
Tenor, and Treeble; wherein however | hath 
been ſince diſcovered, both in Voice and Inſtru- 
ments, to have found out Notes above Ela. 
And having my Thoughts about their Spi- 

ritual and Temporal Affairs, I will with Jeſbua, 
taking his Farewel, propoſed to the 1/raelites, 
to chooſe whom they would ſerve, for as. for 
Himſelf and his Houſe they would ſerve the Lord; and 
as they Anſwered, /o you may, 7oſpua xxiv. 21, 
reſolve to ſerve the Lord; and as the Greeks have 
two Words for Time, %., for common Time, 
and Ke, for Opportunity; ſo you will re- 
deem your Time. 1 1 oy 
1 - ſhall therefore conclude, That as the Time 
of Youth's the fitteſt Seaſon for all Things, eſ- 
pecially for Religion, as you have had Examples 
for Religion, to obſerve the Funeral Text re- 
commended by your good Grand- mother Du- 
Cane, as I have ſaid before, to make your Call- 
ing, and thereby your Election ſure; and with 
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Qui ſtudes optatam Curſu Contingere Metam ; 
Multa Tulit, Fecitque Puer Sudavit et Alfit. 


So you may Ardet, and not like Laodicea be 
Lukewarm, but perſevere in the way to Life: 
But there is one moſt material Thing, which may 


concern Poſterity, I would not omit, having 


been myſelf an Eye-witneſs : That as you are 
Educated Merchants, and fo may have Chil- 
dren of the fame Profeſſion, and may fend them 


Abroad, to take care not to ſend them into 


Popiſh Countries, where they may be expoſed 
to be corrupted in their Principles and Practi- 
ces; and as having lived many Years amongſt 
them, and fenfible of the Difficulties that attend 
them on Account of their Idolatry, as you have 
had lately to the Eutherans, and their Children 
at Thorn: And though Divines have wrote 
ſeveral Treatiſes of Publick, Family, and fecrert 
Duties, and how. Perſons are to behave them- 
ſelves on that Account ; as particularly an. ex- 
cellent one by Dr. Gouge of Baek rp, above 
One Hundred Tears ſince, and Mr. Henry of 
a Church in a Houfe; but I never met with 
any for Direction of Proteſtants Abroad in thoſe 
Countries, and I have feen ſome eminent Dig- 
nitaries of the Church when Abroad, have too 
much complied with them. I will endeavour 
to give my T * as an Antidote againſt 
their Snares, and ſhould be glad, if any would 
add their Sentiments. The Difficulty lies in 
diſtinguiſhing rightly between a Civil and Re- 
ligious reſpect in Behaviour, efpecially as to the 
"Hoſt, when carried in the Streets to ſick Peo- 
ple, for though what the Prophet Eliſba, 2 Kings 
v. 19. ſeems to favour Servants, when acting in 
their Maſters Service on Publick Idolatrous Oc- 
caſions, 10 bid Naaman go in Peace; yet 1 = 
. ome 
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ſome Expoſitors think might be excuſeable in 
him, yet with Submiſſion, I chink the Prophet 
gave him a tacit Rebuke, by not giving him 
an explicit and direct Approbation in the Words, 
though encouraged. his Sincerity in the Service 
of the True God. And though the Apoſtle 
Paul excuſeth it when it is accidental, yet poſi- 
tively in other Cafes condemns it, 1 Corbi» 
ans viii, 10. now when the Holſt is carried in the 
Streets, whether out of civil Reſpect, Perſons 
may uncover; but it is plain may not pay any 
Publick Adoration, and the fallacious Diſtincti- 
on they make between Dulia, and Latria, ig 
vain; and it is plain the Apoſtle Paul, when 
at Athens, did not publickly affront their Pub- 
lick Worſhip, yet did endeavour to confute and 
convince them; and therefore the. Aﬀaults on 
the Prieft by Gardiner, in King Edward VI, at 
Lisbon, and by Flower at Weſtminſter, in Queen 
Mary's Time were unjuſtifiable, for which they 
ſuffered. However by the Confeſſion of Ar. 
rius the Jeſuit, in his Inſtitutions doth freely con- 
feſs, That if People did not believe Tranſub- 
ſtantiation, that it was the greateſt Idolatry in 
the World. And the Thurificats amongſt the 
Primitive Chriftians, who out of Complaiſance 
offered Incenſe to the Idols, were excommuni- 
cated from the ſacred Myſteries, and with Dif- 
ficulty re-admitted by the Orthodox; as the 
memorable Example of Eccebolius, who when 
the Chriſtians went into or out of the Publick 
Aſſemblies cryed Calcate, Cakate, Eccebolium, 
like Joſbua to the Kings of Canaan, Foſpua x. 
24. and the Novatians though otherwiſe Ortho- 
dox, never re- admitted them, though the Da- 
natiſts excluded like the Papiſts, all that differ- 
ed from them condemned them, as judging 
them guilty of the unpardonable Sin; and 


though

though it is plain that Sin may be committed, 
yet raink what the Apoſtle mentions refers to 
Moles continuing to perſevere in Acts of Sin 
without Repentance ; but more eſpecially to 
Perſons maliciouſly, as Julian the Apoſtate, with 
reproaching the Lord Jeſus, with a viciſti Ga- 
lilee, thou haſt overcome, O Galilean : for my 
own Part, I took all the Precaution to avoid 
them, when I heard the Bell, to go aſide to ano- 
ther Place; though ſometimes have met with 
affronts on' that Account. 1 
And on my own Obſervation both here in 
London, the moſt judicious and ableſt Merchants 
for Subſtance z and alſo in the Northern Parts 
of this Kingdom, have been more numerous in 
Proteſtant forreign Countries, then Popiſh ; ſo 
that in Temporal Affairs, it will be their Ad- 
vantage, as well as Spiritual, As to the dif- 
ferent Opinions of Sects in the Primitive Times, 
read Epiphanius and Philaſtrius; and of Modern 
Times, Sir Edwin Sands, as alſo ſince of 
Dr. Roſs, of all Religions; though in the Ge- 
neral I would obſerve, where any Opinion is 
different from Scripture, as Cyprian, to eſteem 
it but Vetuſtas Erroris, Antiquity of Errours. 
But as I have tired my old Hand and Head, 
with writing and thinking, and my Grand-chil- 
dren with reading, will add no more : But out 
of reſpect to the Memory of my worthy and 
ſometime Reverend Paftor and Tutor before 
mentioned, Mr. George Primroſe of Hereford, who 
being a Native of Scotland, yet ſo well deſcen- 
ded to be nearly related to the then Earl of 
Perth ; and his Mother Nurſe to Prince Henry, 
King James the I's eldeſt Son, and had a good 
Education in his own Country, but afterwards 
improved it by accompanying Mr. Hollis, after- 
wards Lord Hollis, into France, 1 — 
| tudies 
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Studies at Saumur, the only Proteſtant Univer- 


fity there; and being related to Dr. Primroſe, 
a famous Divine in that Country, Father (1 
think) to Mr. Primroſe, one of the Miniſters of 
the French Church in Threadneedle-ftreet, in Lon- 
don; and afterwards applying himſelf to the 
Miniſtry, and marrying into a Family of the 
Hills, of Ullingswick in Herefordſhire, ſo ſettled 
in that Country, and had the two Pariſhes 
of St. Nicholas, and All Saints, in Hereford ; as 
Mr. Yoyl, at St. Peters, and Mr. Law, and Mr. 
Smith, at the Cathedral: And afterwards when 
they were ejected for Nonconformity, he was the 


only Perſon that reſided there till the Oxford 


Corporation Act obliged him to leave that City, 
yet as he had Opportunity, viſited them, and was 
both a ſolid and learned Divine, and gave them 
his Labours Gratis, except ſome neceſſary Ex- 

nces ; and was of ſo obliging Demeanor, 
That though very moderate, yet in King Charless 


Reign was Excommunicated, and on that Ac- 


count under reſtraint, and yet though unac- 
quainted with Sir Harbert Croft, then Lord Bi- 
ſnop of Hereford, yet hearing of it, and alſo 
his Character, was not eaſy till he had prevailed 
with the Chancellor and Regiſter of the Dioceſs 
to releaſe him 3 and afterwards out of Grati- 
tude, waited on the Biſhop at his Pallace ar 
Hereford, was treated with extraordinary Reſ- 
pect, and enquiring into the Reaſons of his 
Nonconformity, ſo ſatisfyed him, that wiſhed the 
Church Door's were opened wider to receive 


ſuch worthy Perſons, and attended him to the 


Gate of his Pallace, called him Father and de- 
ſired his Prayers. | 

And I do not remember. to have read or 
heard of ſo great a Condeſcenſion in one of his 


Quality and Profeſſion, except in the Life of 


Famous 
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Famous Mr. Gilpin, in the North of England, 
who being much miſrepreſented by ſome that 
owed him great Obligations, to Dr. Barnes, 
then Biſhop of Durbam, ſo as to Proſecute 
him for omiſſion of ſome Ceremonies 3. ang: the 
Biſhop being apprized of his extraordiflary 
Publick Uſefulneſs in thoſe Papi and Ignorant 
Parts, endeavoured to atone for it, and ſending 
for him, confeſſed he was better qualified to be 
Biſhop of Durham, than Himſelf to be Parſon 
of Haughton in Northumberland, where Mr. Gil- 
Pin was Miniſter, though Mr. Gipin had refuſed 
the Biſhoprick of Carliſſe. 

I will. add what I have before omitted in 
my Father's Life, what was his Opinion and 
Practice, in Behaviour in the Two moſt ſacred 
Ordinances of Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper, 
and particularly as to his Opinion of God's So- 
vereignty 3. on which Account, I will recom- 
mend that T reatiſe of Mr. Eliſba Cole That he 
thought both ſhould be celebrated in Publick 
Aſſemblies, as being always oppoſite to private 


Communions. . 

And as I have mentioned my Father's Opinion 
about Baptiſm, and the Lord's Supper, ſo alſo 
his Opinion of God's Sovereignty in Election and 
Preterition; in which he did much concur with 
that plain and practical Diſcourſe, publiſhed by 
Mr. Eliſba Cole, recommended by three eminent 
Divines, Dr. Owen, Dr. Goodwin, Dr. Anneſiey, 
and Others: And as before, ſo cannot but take 
my leave of my Grand-Children for their Spiri- 
tuals, as Horace did as to Learning in his De Ar- 
te Poetica, Vos Exemplaria Græca, Nofurna Ver- 
fate Manu, Verſate Diurnd, both Night and Day 
to follow the Examples of the Greeks 3 fo T would 
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xi. 4. of their godly Parents, who though Dead, 
yet ſpeak to them ſurviving, to follow their Prin- 
ciples and Practices, that as they were dear to 
them on Earth, ſo they may not be Witneſſes a- 
gainſt them hereafter. . 

And as to Baztiſm, unleſs on ſome emergent 
Occaſions, as/the Sickneſs of one of the Parents, 


whom he thought were the proper. Sponſors to 
_ their Children in that Ordinance ; the 


eaſon of God-fathers and Mothers in the Pri- 
mitive Times, ceaſing on Account of Perſecu- 
tion 3 and that Parents were beſt able to re- 
commend the care of their Children if ſurvi- 
ving them, as now with us, as to Temporals 
much more for Spirituals, if they were Young, 
and not uſe God-fathers for Forms ſake, which 
he thought to be vain ; but as to the Ordinance 
of Baptizing Infants, he was of Opinion that 
they had the ſame Right as Circumciſion under 
the Law, ſo to Baptiſm under the Goſpel, as 
an initiating Ordinance 3: and the bare Silence 
in Scripture of Baptiſing Infants, was no more 
than that of Womens not communicating in the 
Lord's Supper, and yet all agree their Right. 
And though he did not deny but God might 
by his Holy Spirit, in the Act of Baptizing 
Regenerate them, yet not ſuperſtitioully to con- 
fine it; and that it ought to be Adminiſtred 
to the Adult if omitted before, merely on a 
bare Profeſſion of Religion, as in Simon Magus: 


However as it is evident from Scripture, ſome 


were ſanctified from the Womb, as the Prophet 
Feremiah i. 5. as alſo Jobn the Baptiſt, And as 
the Anti- Pedo-BaptiſPs do not deny Salvation 
to Infants; fo they muſt actively or paſſively 
Believe, elſe could not be ſaved, the Emphaſis, 
when our Saviour ordained Baptiſm, being _ 
| | | that. 
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that. However was. not Superſtitious to think 
it a Charm, as ſome in the Primitive Times, 
to think it waſhed away both original and ac- 
tual Sins as Monica, St. Auſtin's Mother; who 
when Sick was adviſed to Baptize him on that 


Account, deferred it, as not knowing but he might 
recover, and ſo do it, when more Neceſſary. 


As to the Lord's Supper he thought it always 
ought to be adminiſtred in Publick, and not as 
ſome think to be a converting, but rather a 
confirming Ordinance; and not like the Papiſts 
to think that, and the extfeam Unction, to be a 
Viaticum, as they ſay prophanely, Perſons to be 
Booted and Spurred, for a future World. 

I will only add as to my Temporal concerns, 
though they were not ſo = as my Partner's 
Abroad, Mr. Raphe to leave about Fifty Thou- 
ſand Pounds, by improving in the Publick 
Funds; whereas I by engaging in real Eſtates 
in Lands prevented it, yet have Reaſon to be 
thankful to. God, who hath given me a Com- 


petency in my Old Age, to have ſuch Attendance 


by Servants and other Proviſions that is neceſſary; 
ſo as not like Seneca, to cover his Covetouſneſs to 


ſay, Nec Agroto net Valeo, am neither full nor 


empty; and to inable me formerly in the Begin- 
ning of King William's Reign to have — 
from the Lord Lucas, and Sir Thomas Cooke, to 
engage in the Lieutenancy of the Tower Ham-
